HE decisive engagement on Okinawa 

last spring took place at Shuri Ridge 
where the Japanese staged their supreme 
defense of Naha and the southern section 
of the island. 

At a critical stage in the battle, the 
Tenth Army commanded by the late Lt. 
Gen. Simon Boli- 
var Buckner, jr., 
ran perilously 
short of mortar 
shells. 

The AAF Air 
Transport Com- 
mand received an 
urgent request to 
fly 200 tons of 
these shells from 
Hawaii, 28 hours’ 
flying time from 
the embattled 
doorstep of the 
Jap Empire. 

W hile passen- 


Lt. Gen. George gers, no matter 
what their pri- 
ority, and other cargo waited, every 


available C-54 Skymaster in that area of 
the Pacific was loaded with the ammu- 
nition and headed for “Target,” the code 
name for Okinawa. On their return to 
the Marianas and Hickam Field, Hono- 
lulu, the C-54s brought out wounded. The 
mission was flown in a matter of hours, 
not days. 

One of the last acts of General Buck- 
her, that great soldier who died in action 
on Okinawa, was transmittal of this 
tadiogram to the Air Transport Com- 
mand: 

“The efforts of all concerned to com- 
plete air delivery of 36,000 rounds of .81 
mm mortar shell requested by me on 20 
May have contributed greatly to the suc- 
tess of our troops in breaking Jap resis- 
tance on the Shuri position. 

“Without the expeditious delivery of 
this ammunition our mortars would have 
been silenced and our infantry deprived 
of much needed fire support. 

“The thanks of all ranks in the Tenth 
Army go to all who contributed to the 
successful completion of this difficult 
task.” 

I cite this incident of the Pacific con- 
flict to show how the transport plane has 
earned a spot on the runway alongside 
the fighter and bomber as an implement 
of offensive warfare. 

To my mind, this is one of the im- 
portant aeronautical lessons we have 
learned in World War II. Fighters, at 
400 miles an hour, and bombers, even the 
gsigantic B-29s, are not enough. 

It remains for the transport plane to 
fulfill the task of split-second military 
supply, as illustrated by the mortar shells 
% critically needed in Okinawa; to evac- 
tate the sick and wounded; to carry the 
mail, that indispensable builder of mo- 
tale; to transport regiments of troops 
With all their equipment, as was done on

Army To Cut Generals 
To One-third by 30 June 


Orders have been issued by the War 
Department which, when effective, will 
result in a reduction of the total number 
of general officers from 1550 to 761, while 
additional orders to be issued later will 
bring the total of Army generals down to 
approximately 500 by 1 July 1946, accord- 
ing to figures released this week. 

The War Department reports that the 
peak strength of 1550 was reached on V-J 
Day. Orders involving the relief of 789 
of these already have been issued as fol- 
lows: 

141—relieved from active duty 

61—retired for physical disability 

56—ordered before Retiring Boards 

45—retired at their own request 
4—retired for age 

13—died 

469—under orders for demotion 

Of the remaining 761 general officers, 
204 are scheduled to be reduced in grade 
and there is an additional 33 whose re- 
duction has been delayed because of hos- 
pitalization or other reasons. There are 
24 retired general officers not yet relieved 
from active duty. 

The War Department also stated that 
as demobilization progresses, colonels 
and other field officers will likewise be 
reduced in rank and number to conform 
to tables of organization of the Army. 

So far as has been publicly an- 
nounced only five general officers, all in 
the grade of brigadier general, have thus 
far been issued special orders reducing 
them in grade under the authority grant- 
ed by Congress at the request of the War 
Department. The officers concerned are: 
Brig. Gen. Dabney O. Elliott and Brig.

Promotion of Army Colonels 

Decision has been reached by the War 
Department to proceed with the promo- 
tion of the 349 additional Regular Army 
colonels authorized by Public Law 281 
from the lineal promotion list of lieu- 
tenant colonels and to hold in abeyance 
for the time being the proposal to insti- 
tute selection from the grade of lieuten- 
ant colonel to colonel. 

Under the policy determined upon by 
the Department the newly authorized 
vacancies wili be filled by strict seniority. 
The last promotion to the grade of col- 
onel was that of Shuey E. Wolfe, CAC, 
who was number 120 on the list of col- 
onels. There are already eight vacancies 
in addition to the newly authorized 349 
so that promotions will be made down to 
at least number 477 on the list of lieu- 
tenant colonels and probably more be- 
cause of deaths and separations since the 
list was made up. 

Of course, these are regular permanent 
promotions. It is probable that all of the 
officers concerned are already colonels or 
general officers by temporary promotion. 

It is understood that the project to 
bring selection, or a form of modified se- 
lection, down to the grade of lieutenant 
colonel to colonel, is still active in the 
War Department General Staff.

National Guard Chief 


President Truman on 17 Jan. sent to 
the Senate the nomination of Brig. Gen. 
Butler B. Miltonberger to be Chief of the 
National Guard Bureau, War Depart- 
ment Special Staff, for a four year term 
with the rank of Major General. 

General Miltonberger will succeed 
Maj. Gen. John F. Williams as head of 
the National Guard Bureau. General 
Williams was chief of the Bureau from 
January, 1940, until his tour expired by 
statutory limitation in 1944, and has been 
Acting Chief since that time. 

General Miltonberger has served with 
the Nebraska National Guard since 
June, 1916, when he enlisted as a private. 
He went overseas with the Fourth Divi- 
sion at the outbreak of World War I, and 
took part in the Argonne offensive. 

In May, 1944, the 134th Infantry Regi- 
ment, which he commanded, went over- 
seas, and General Miltonberger saw ac- 
tion at St. Lo, Vire, Mortain, Orleans, 
Nancy, Morhange, Sarreguemines, Bas- 
togne, Alsace, Venlo, and Geilenkirchen. 





New Ship Development Board 

To assure that all naval vessels, pro- 
jected, building and on hand, not only 
meet, but anticipate wherever possible, 
the requirements of all phases of modern 
naval warfare, the Navy Department has 
set up a Ship Characteristics Board, to 
function under the Chief of Naval Oper- 
ations. 

The term “ship characteristics,” the 
Navy explained means the study of all 
qualities and features of a ship which 
determine or affect her capacity for ac- 
complishing missions specifically re- 
quired by her type. The Board will main- 
tain evaluated accounting of the trends 
of development of ship characteristics by 
a close liaison with forces afloat, par- 
ticularly with the Operational Develop- 
ment Force, by the evaluation of oper- 
ational reports and through close liaison 
with agencies dealing with U. 8S. Naval, 
foreign, and domestic research and de- 
velopments. 

In addition the Board will maintain 
close liaison with planning agencies in 
order to determine what accomplish- 
ment is desired of ship types in their tac- 
tical employment. Recommendations of 
the evaluated trends and other studies 
will be submitted by the Board for con- 
sideration in connection with its de- 
termination of the characteristics of new 
and modernized ships. 

Plans and specifications to be consid- 
ered by the new group will cover general 
requirements, ship control, fire control, 
communication control, CIC, interior 
communications, and other features con- 
sidered to require expansion and detail. 
Upon approval of contract plans and 
specifications, or the equivalent, the 
Board will collaborate with the Opera- 
tional Readiness Section in the prepara- 
tion of directives to fleet commanders. 
The two groups will outline battle bills 
and ships’ organization in time to per- 
mit approved recommendations of the 
Ship Characteristics Board to be effec- 
tive, with respect to determination of 
complements. 

In addition the Board will:

| Plans to Coordinate 
| Services Told by Navy 


Navy Forrestal an- 
| nounced this week an overall program 
of coordination of certain activities of 
the Army and Navy as a means of at- 
taining greater economy and efficiency. 
| It was explained that the general idea 
was worked out between Fleet Admiral 

Nimitz and General of the Army Eisen- 
hower, but that it has no relation to the 
proposed merger legislation. 

The program was made public by the 
Secretary at a formal press conference 
during which he introduced the personnel 
comprising the Staff of Fleet Admiral 
Chester W. Nimitz, Chief of Naval Oper- 
ations. The Secretary's disclosure that 
work was already underway to get the 
two Departments together in administra- 
tive matters that should have parallel 
handling, was interpreted by many 4s 
being a preliminary step toward merging 
of operations in advance of pending uni- 
fication legislation. Later, however, high 
Navy officials were quick to point out 
that no such attempt was being made. 
Rather it was explained, War and Navy 
representatives would meet from time to 
time in the future in an effort to work 
out plans for coordination in any and 
all cases where duplication of effort ex- 
isted. 

Presently it was disclosed joint com- 
mittees of the Army and Navy are work- 
ing out agreements for unified policy on 
many matters of common interest, as 
follows:

Not to Merge Branches 

Navy officials pointed out that the list 
will probably be expanded as experience 
dictates. To date, officials said, there has 
been nothing set up which would lead 
to an actual merging or consolidation of 
any entire branch of either of the serv- 
ices with the other. The proposed pro- 
gram is aimed to avoid duplication not 
only of materials but of time and per- 
sonnel. As an example investigation will 
be made into the question of personnel 
policies, An attempt will be made to bring 
the articles governing the conduct of 
Army and Navy personnel. into line, so 
that administration of the two services 
under a single command in the field will 
be less confusing. 

Coordination of hospital facilities is 
also contemplated. But here again, no at- 
tempt will be made to pool facilities or 
personnel for the common use of both 
services. Emphasis in this instance will

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Full Text of General Eisenhower’s Statement on Demobilization 


Following is the full text of the state- 
ment made 15 Jan. by General of the 
Army Dwight D. Eisenhower, Chief of 
Staff of the Army, before members of the 
Senate and House of Representatives in 
explanation of the Army’s demobilization 


program : 
HAVE come here this morning because 
I a very human desire to get soldiers home 
in a hurry has clashed with the Army’s 
manpower needs to do the job which has 
been assigned to us by the Government. It 
is a big job. Even with the fighting over it 
takes a great many men to carry out our mis- 
sion. Overseas requirements in manpower for 
the long-term occupation job and for the 
temporary, but still unfinished, business of 
winding up the affairs of our great war es- 
tablishment in both Europe and the Pacific 
are matters of cold, hard fact. They cannot 
be obscured by emotion and near hysteria. 
Evidently, the relation of demobilization to 
these tasks which remain to be done is under- 
stood only partially by some and not under- 
stood at all by others. I believe the thing 
needed now is the fullest clarification. 

There is no mystery in demobilization. 
There are no hidden ball plays. Long before 
our victory in Europe General Marshall ap- 
proved a master plan which has served and 
still serves as the basis of establishing pri- 
ority of men for discharge. In any job as 
big as this one there are bound to be modifi- 
cations made in the light of experience. But 
I assure you that I have made and intend to 
make no changes in the basic plan. The plan 
was simply this: to discharge men as quickly 
as possible and to the limit of available ship- 
ping with priority on those with the longest 
and hardest service—that is, with the most 
points, These criteria were to govern until we 
reached the point where minimum personnel 
requirements to do the jobs in hand were 
threatened by the rate of discharge. We have 
been in the business of discharging veterans 
from the Army under the point system for 
eight months, with the system at full blast 
for the past four months since V-J Day. 
Men have been discharged so fast that the 
five millionth passed through one of the sep- 
aration centers last week. 

We used shipping to the utmost and se- 
cured the complete cooperation of the Navy in 
our zeal to get every man and woman back 
from overseas who could be spared. There 
is no longer any shortage of transports, and 
the shipping people assure me they will have 
vessels where and when we need them to 
bring troops home. The fact is that we 
worked so fast that about ten days ago we 
had to slow the pace so that the work of our 
forces in Europe and the Pacific would not 
suffer too much from lack of manpower. The 
announcement of that slowdown was what 
touched off the fireworks. 

If there has been any confusion in the 
minds of the soldiers overseas or their fam- 
ilies at home, I propose to clear it up now. 

Primarily, two underlying causes are re- 
sponsible for the present confusion, which for 
a time has quite evidently exceeded the power 
of any information program to control. The 
first is that the nation’s release from the 
urgency of war started an emotional wave 
to get men out of the Army. This is wholly 
understandable. It was to be expected. But 
I am frank to say that I had never anticipated 
this emotional wave would reach proportions 
of near-hysteria. I am confident that mem- 
bers of the Congress are as anxious as I that 
straight thinking be substituted for emotion 
in this matter which strikes close to the fire- 
sides of several million families. The second 
cause of our present discontent rises, I be- 
lieve, from the almost incredible speed with 
which the War Department moved in bringing 
men home from V-J Day to the close of the 
year. Including discharged men and women 
who were already in this country, more than 
5,000,000 members of our V-E Day Army, 80 
ber cent of them veterans of foreign service, 
have now returned to civilian life. While the 
vast majority of the combat men are home, 
there still remain some who have not been 
returned. These men are our greatest con- 
cern, and every effort will be made to return 
them as soon as possible.

Between the close of hostilities in Germany 
and the collapse of Japan, we had discharged 
a under 600,000.

1,270,000 instead of the 550,000 predicted. In 
November, instead of between 700,000 and 800,- 
000 we discharged 1,186,000; in December, the 
number was 1,112,000. So that, with the esti- 
mates for those months fixed at about 2,500,- 
000, we actually exceeded our prediction by 
1,665,000. This means that 1,665,000 men and 
women who had no expectation, in September, 
of coming home so soon, were already re- 
united with their families by the close of the 
year. That is the extent to which the War 
Department has exceeded any so-called com- 
mitment to the men. 

The very stepping up of these returning 
shipments undoubtedly helped to create con- 
fusion by stimulating optimism among serv- 
icemen and their families. But in addition, 
during this same period a great many mis- 
leading statements were made by individuals, 
some of whom were in the Army itself, that 
served to cloud the issue. All this time, 
which was long before I came to Washington, 
the War Department was doing a job which 
I believe must be considered as one of its 
greatest achievements. Certainly, there has 
never been such a planned movement of men 
over great distances in the history of any 
nation. Yet, in the face of this unprecedented 
performance, criticisms based largely on indi- 
vidual cases were deliberately confusing 
matters further. The presence of a high-point 
man still in service at some one station, be- 
cause of some special need at that station, 
came to be interpreted, loudly, as a failure 
of the entire demobilization program. We 
must admit that there have been irregulari- 
ties caused by the immensity of the problem, 
by the fact that the Army has been spread 
all over the world, and that we could not 
have a perfectly uniform application of the 
point score system. Discovery of the fact that 
a man had been released as surplus, with 
fewer than the critical number of points, 
raised cries of injustice! 

While these criticisms were being aired, 
ships poured the combat veterans of long 
service into home ports in schedule-breaking 
numbers. The War Department and overseas 
commanders made every effort to get as many 
men home for Christmas with their families 
as was humanly possible. 


Incompatibles 


3ut in this spectacular success of demobili- 
zation between V-J Day and the first of the 
year, the Army was rapidly approaching the 
foreseen juncture of two incompatibles: the 
speed of demobilization and our duties at 
home and overseas—the occupation mission 
delegated to us by higher authority and the 
protection and disposal of millions of tons 
ef government property throughout world, 
representing billions of dollars of American 
taxpayers’ money, 

When General Marshall spoke to you last 
September, the War Department planners 
estimated that the point of definite interfer- 
ence between these objectives would be 
reached some time in the coming Spring. The 
simple fact is that the speed-up in demobiliza- 
tion during the fall and early winter advanced 
that situation to the present. 

That is the crux of the whole matter. 

If we were to continue shipping men home 
at the rate we reached during the past few 
months, about April we would have nothing 
left but a woefully inadequate number of vol- 
unteers—we would literally have “run out 
of Army.” That is the reason for the slow- 
down, There is no change in policy—there is 
no change in plan. We have merely reached 
a point in the pursuance of our plans and 
policies which we knew we must face when 
the time came. That time is now. We took 
all possible steps to meet inescapable needs 
without slowing the pace of demobilization. 
We pressed the recruiting campaign to the 
utmost in order to bring volunteers into the 
Army who could take the place of those over- 
seas. We urged that positive steps be taken 
to provide us our full quotas of 50,000 men 
monthly through the Selective Service System. 
We required all theater commanders overseas 
to institute the most searching drive to cut 
down their estimates in manpower needed 
for occupation duties, for supply and for the 
extensive personnel required to close up over- 
seas depots, ports, warehouses, bases. We 
had also to cooperate with the designated 
disposal agencies in disposing of government 
property as expeditiously as possible while 
still taking all necessary precautions to pro- 
tect it. Similar instructions were issued to all 
commanders at home. 

Pursuant to the instructions both General 
MacArthur in the Pacific and General Mc- 
Narney in Europe have made extensive econ- 
omies. The training of recruits in this coun- 
try was recently cut from 17 to 13 weeks so 
that these men would be available sooner for 
overseas. We have taken every measure we 
could think of, and by no system of mathe- 
matics or sliderule magic is it possible to 
make the flow of available replacements equal 
all the men we should like to bring home now 
but who must be replaced if we are to do our 
job. 

Now, understand this—the men who do not 
need replacement when their jobs are finished 
will come home imnfediately. So far as pos- 
sible this will be in the order of their point 





scores and length of service. These will be 
the “surplus” men—the men “available for 
discharge.” But if we are not to disintegrate 
our occupation forces certain men must be 
kept until trained replacements are available 
or their job finished. 


Now, whenever there are individual excep- 
tions to a general rule, bitterness is sure to 
arise—especially in the hearts of homesick 
boys. I realize that fully and it is absolutely 
essential that the immediate commanding offi- 
cer of every man so affected realizes it also. 
He must personally explain to him how he 
fits into the big picture and what his duty is. 


Surely, where remaining on foreign duty 
for one, two, or three months longer—that 
is the most involved here—makes the differ- 
ence between our Army’s doing its job for 
failing to do its job—I believe I know the 
American soldier well enough to be certain 
what he will do—if he understands the need. 
He will stick there and do a good job—and 


gripe! 
Lag In Replacement System 


One thing right here on this matter of re- 
placements which I believe is generally mis- 
understood is why, if we recruit 5,000 men 
today, we cannot release 5,000 men from the 
Army tomorrow or next week or next month. 
The answer is quite simple when you analyze 
the problem. So far as essential jobs in the 
theater are concerned, the recruits become 
available not when they enlist but only when 
they arrive overseas, trained to take over their 
assignments. If an 18-year-old enlists or is 
inducted through Selective Service in this 
country, he goes off to a camp for three 
months to learn the rudiments of being a 
soldier. 


If a trained man already in the Army 
chooses to volunteer for regular enlistment, 
he is entitled to a furlough in the United 
States which will make him useless as a re- 
placement until he returns. Any way you 
work it, there is bound to be a lag of three 
to six months in this replacement business. 
It cannot be avoided. The men who enlist 
or are drafted between now and next July 
will not be available in time to solve the im- 
mediate problem before us, even if there were 
enough of them. They are the effective re- 
placments for men to be discharged three to 
six months from now. The lack of replace- 
ments facing the Army now is due to the 
shortage of Selective Service men and the vol- 
unteers of the last six months in 1945. Because 
they did not come in fast enough, we must 
slow down our discharge rate now. 


The people at home must understand this 
too. Acceptance of the need for keeping large 
numbers of men overseas at the present time 
lies, I believe, in an understanding of all the 
necessary tasks they must perform. I was a 
theater commander myself, you will remem- 
ber, until I was brought back here. I am 
thoroughly familiar with the problems which 
General McNarney, the present theater com- 
mander, faces in Germany, From my personal 
knowledge of conditions in Europe, it is easy 
to project in my mind the comparable—and 
in a geographical sense—far more difficult 
problems which General MacArthur faces in 
the Pacific. 


Perhaps we sometimes speak in too general 
terms of what our troops are doing in Europe, 
obscuring the manifold tasks to which men 
are assigned. We speak of “commitments” 
and “obligations.”” Let me translate such 
words into a picture of their meaning, as an 
army of occupation goes about the daily task 
of policing an enemy country and disposing 
of the prodigious stores assembled to fight the 
war. 


Start with our primary and continuing mis- 
sion of occupation duties. Troops assigned to 
this work supervise the German and Austrian 
Governments, It is a complex job. We are 
going through the throes of reconversion in 
this country. No one is more familiar than 
you gentlemen with the problems and the dif- 
ficulties encountered even in this peaceful 
land. Germany and Austria are going through 
reconversion, too. In our zones in those two 
unhappy countries the Army is responsible 
for supervising all the headaches of a change- 
over from war to peace, with the added direc- 
tive that we must make certain these people 
are so disarmed, both economically and in a 
military sense, that they cannot make war 
again. Reconversion measures in those two 
countries are enormously complicated by 
devastation. Norma! facilities of living have 
been destroyed in all the cities and there is 
scarcity of even the barest essentials in con- 
sumer goods which Americans expect to find 
in any corner store. It requires a great many 
men to supervise the local governments in our 
zone in Germany and Austria with a civilian 
population of over 15,000,000. However much 
you may delegate local work to Germans, you 
still have the responsibility for policing these 
people, their industry, trade and commerce, 
food and agriculture, education, finance, tele- 
phone and telegraph and transportation. 


On 1 January there were 622,000 American 
soldiers assigned to the Buropean Theater. 








General McNarney estimates that this num- 
ber will be cut to 400,000 by 1 April and 307,- 
000 by the first of July. In the Mediterranean 
Theater on 1 January we had 51,000 American 
troops, a number which will be gradually re- 
duced to 28,000 by July. The sum of the July 
figures for both European and Mediterranean 
theaters—335,000—is the total number of 
American troops who will remain stationed 
in those areas at the end of the first half of 
1946. 
Work In Germany 

Let me tell you in some detail what our 
men are doing in Germany and Austria. De- 
militarization of Germany, for example, 
means demolition of her fortifications and 
other installations including industrial plants 
selected for destruction under our economic 
program. Approximately 3,000 enemy military 
installations will be destroyed under the su- 
pervision of American soldiers in Germany. 

The total area of our zone is about 60,000 
square miles and contains 55 major centers 
of population and much rural territory. We 
have turned over the job of maintaining law 
and order to local police forces, but they 
have to be supervised and reinforced by a 
mechanized constabulary force of American 
soldiers. Two thousand miles of international 
or interzonal boundaries must be patrolled. 
If this is not done effectively thousands of 
refugees from other sections of Europe in- 
filtrate into our zone adding to our burden 
of feeding, housing and extending medical 
care to these victims of war. Military stores, 
telephone exchanges, electrical plants, road 
and railroad bridges and other points which 
might be targets of enemy sabotage must be 
guarded. 

Then there is the extensive intelligence and 
counter-intelligence work required to carry 
out the work of denazification and pacifica- 
tion. This includes a constant watch for sub- 
versive activities, evaluation and processing 
of Nazi documents, supervision of civilian 
censorship, and the conduct of counter-intel- 
ligence which alone is expected to result in 
the arrest of an over-all total of 500,000 per- 
sons. Unquestionably, many prominent Nazis 
are still at large because of a shortage of 
trained counter-intelligence personnel. 

I must remind you that we are operating 
in an enemy country where the most constant 
surveillance must be maintained over the 
civilian population to make certain that no 
elements are allowed to develop organized 
opposition. In addition to this, serious crime, 
minor thievery and pilferage are a constant 
concern of our military police. Post Bx- 
changes, railroad trains and supply depots 
are frequent targets and vehicles are stolen. 
In most cases, the thieves are quickly taken, 
but happenings of this sort are so frequent 
that we can never relax our alertness. 

Discipline in this respect has a wider sig- 
nificance than the simple protection of the 
lives of American soldiers and of Government 
stores. Our example in maintaining law and 
order throughout the conquered countries will 
have the most far-reaching effect in hastening 
the pacification of the German people. If, 
through curtailment of manpower, lawless- 
ness and contempt for the American brand of 
justice should be permitted to develop, it 
would not only hurt our progress in Ger- 
many but would weaken our prestige through - 
out Europe. Quickly, our Commanders and 
forces would be in an impossible position. 

In addition to these operations, recruits 
from this country, who have already been 
given their basic training as soldiers, must 
be further trained in occupation duties after 
arrival. This means that experienced men 
from the occupation force must be detailed to 
instruct them—another drain on the over-all 
manpower assigned to this work. 

These duties have taken no account of the 
men who must be assigned to the procure- 
ment, storage and distribution of supplies. 
Besides the normal function of supplying the 
military forces, General McNarney’s theater 
has the responsibility of providing for such 
agencies as United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration and the Foreign 
Liquidation Commission. The problem is 
complicated by the limited amount of rail 
transportation. Although civilians are em- 
ployed as much as possible, there are limits 
to the effectiveness of their use. In order to 
reduce stealing in a land where goods are 
very scarce, civilians are usually worked in 
depot areas where they can be closely super- 
vised. To give you an idea of the economies 
in military manpower obtained by the use of 
civilian labor, the Theater Engineer employs 
59 per cent German prisoners of war, 20 per 
cent German civilians and only 21 per cent 
American soldiers. 

The task of providing communications 
throughout the United States zone was greatly 
hampered by the damaged and chaotic condi- 
tion in which the established lines of com- 
munication were found when we took over. 
These facilities must provide not only for 
the occupational forces but for the minimum 
needs of the civilian population, Considerable 
construction of bridges and, to a lesser ex- 
tent, of highways and waterways is necessary. 
Civilian labor under military supervision is 
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AAF Aid Society 

The Army Air Forces Aid Society has 
been authorized to resume operations 1 
March. 

Following is the War Department di- 
rective sent to the Commanding General, 
AAF: 

1. The Army Air Forces Aid Society is au- 
thorized to begin operations at Army Air 
Forces posts, camps, and stations on 1 Mar., 
1946, subject to the following conditions: 

a. The Army Emergency Relief—American 
Red Cross operating agreement, approved by 
the War Department and published in Cir- 
cular 54, War Department 1944, shall remain 
in effect. It is understood that wherever the 
Army Emergency Relief Officer at posts, 
camps, and stations is referred to in this 
agreement, it will apply to the Army Air 
Forces Aid Society officer at Army Air Forces 
posts, camps, and stations. The operation in 
communities, as prescribed in the operating 
agreement referred to, will remain unchanged, 
and the Army Air Forces Aid Society will re- 
imburse Army Eimergency Relief for any 
funds disbursed through the American Red 
Cross for Army Air Forces cases. 

b. The Army Air Forces Aid Society Officer 
at an Army Air Forces post, camp or sta- 
tion, will carry out the provisions of Circu- 
lar 377, War Department 1944, as prescribed 
for the Army Emergency Relief officers at 
posts, camps, and stations other than Army 
Air Forces. All cases arising on Army Air 
Forces posts, camps, and stations where emer- 
gency financial assistance is indicated, ex- 
cept certain secret and confidential cases, will 
be taken up with the local American Red 
Cross field director. If the field director has 
the funds with which to handle the case and 
agrees that it is an emergency for which 
financial assistance should be given, the Amer- 
ican Red Cross field director will furnish the 
assistance. In case the Almerican Red Cross 
field director has no available funds or does 
not agree with the Army Air Forces Aid 
Society officer that it is an emergency for 
which financial assistance should be given, 
the commanding officer at the post, camp or 
station may determine that it is an emer- 
geney for which financial assistance should 
be given and may authorize the Army Air 
Forces Aid Society officer to furnish the 
funds. 

ce. The operation of the Army Air Forces 
Aid Society at Army Air Forces posts, camps, 
anid stations, shall be expressly subject to 
such limitations as the Secretary of War 
may from time to time prescribe and shall 
be subject to inspection by such representa- 
tive or liaison officer as the Secretary of War 
may designate. 

d. Under date of 23 July 1943 the Secretary 
of War appointed the Executive Director, 
Army Emergency Relief, as his Liaison Offi- 
cer with the National Headquarters of the 
American Red Cross and prescribed that he 
would be responsible for scrutinizing all War 
Department and Army policies that are re- 
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lated to American’ Red Crosse activities and 
that it would be his duty, as representative 
of and under the direction of the Secretary 
of War, to resolve questions of doubt, diffi- 
culty or conflict of mission. This mission will 
remain unchanged. 

2. The restrictions on the solicitation of 
funds by Army Emergency Relief and by the 
Army Air Forces Aid Society will remain 
unchanged. After 28 Feb., 1946, the Army Air 
Forces Aid Society will have the same privi- 
lege as is now extended to Army Emergency 
Relief of accepting proceeds from approved 
special events held at or sponsored by Army 
posts, camps or stations or in which Army 
personnel participate. 

3. General supervision of the activities, op- 
erations, and funds of the Army Air Forces 
Aid Society in all echglons of command are 
important military duties delegated to com- 
manding generals and commanders concerned, 
who will furnish necessary facilities and will 
assign competent and suitable military and 
civilian personnel to perform these duties. 

4. As prescribed in resolution passed by the 
Board of Managers of Army Emergency Re- 
lief on 19 July, 1945, one-third of the assets 
of Army Emergency Relief as of 28 Feb., 1946, 
will be turned over by Army Emergency Re- 
lief to the Army Air Forces Aid Society. After 
the initial distribution of funds, Army Emer- 
gency Relief will distribute to Army Air 
Forces Aid Society one-third of all of the 
net profits received from “This Is The 
Army, Inc.’’, and from any other assets of 
Army Emergency Relief, owned as of 28 Feb., 
1946, which may accrue from time to time. 
The Army Air Forces Aid Society will dis- 
tribute to Army Emergency Relief two-thirds 
of the net profits accruing from “Winged 
Victory,” it being understood that all of the 
assets of “Air Force Show, Inc.” will be as- 
signed to the Army Air Forces Aid Society 
for such distribution. 





Gen. Ulio to Retire 


Maj. Gen. James A. Ulio, The Adjutant 
General, will retire 31 Jan., President 
Truman having approved the findings of 
an Army Retirement Board which found 
him incapacitated for active service due 
to service incurred disability. 

General Ulio was born in Walla Walla, 
Wash., in 1882. He enlisted in the Regu- 
lar Army in 1900 and served as a private, 
corporal and battalion sergeant major un- 
til 1904, when he was commissioned a 
second lieutenant. Serving in France dur- 
ing World War I he held several staff 
posts. He was appointed the Assistant 
Adjutant General in December, 1939, and 
became The Adjutant General 1 March, 
1942.

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BuPers Reorganization 


As part of its recently announced re- 
organization of the Bureau of Naval Per- 
sonnel, the Navy Department this week 
established a Research Division within 
the Bureau which will emphasize the use 
of scientific methods in selecting and as- 
signing men and women to carry forward 
various Navy programs. 

The new division has set up a program 
based upon a series of scientific tests, 
interviews and observations which ap- 
praise a person’s capabilities so that his 
success or failure in a given assignment 
can usually be foretold. The appraisal is 
a vital part of the Navy’s larger program 
which was developed and proved its value 
during World War II when the whole- 
sale influx of civilians disclosed the need 
for more efficient administration of per- 
sonnel. 

Also of 4 January, the Department re- 
vealed a realignment of the Bureau of 
Personnel which was effected in accord- 
ance with orders of Vice Admiral Den- 
feld, Chief of Naval Personnel. The re- 
organization involved the establishment 
of the offices of deputy chief and assistant 
chiefs of Naval Personnel. Under the new 
set-up Rear Adm. William M. Fechteler 
remains as deputy chief until relieved by 
Rear Adm. Thomas L. Sprague. 

The Navy’s new Research Division as 
recently organized, consists of four sec- 
tions: Test and Research, Officer Billet 
Analysis, Enlisted Billet Analysis, and 
Field Research. These Sections determine 
and analyze the needs of fleet and shore 
stations and the capabilities and desires 
of personnel. They also standardize and 
integrate the training, the duties and 
_ of various billets to avoid confu- 
sion. 

With this system in effect, a command- 
ing officer knows exactly what qualifica- 
tions a man must have before he assigns 
him to a specific task, and the man knows 
that he will not be assigned unless he is 
reasonably sure of success. 

Meanwhile, the Enlisted Billet Analysis 
Section is studying occupations in the 
postwar Navy to determine what changes 
should be made in the rating structure. 
These will provide for more intelligent 
assignment of enlisted men and for great- 
er opportunities for a Naval career. New 
ratings will be set up and some of the 
present ones will be consolidated with 
others. 

An effort is being made to incorporate 
into specific ratings the many specialist 
billets which had to be created during 
the war. The billet known as Specialist 
F, for example, was created for fire fight- 
ers. There is no specific rating for these 
men now, but the rating structure will be 
revised to provide for inclusion of their 
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duties. Advancements, such as fire-fight- 
ing, developed during the war will not be 
overlooked in the resulting rating struc- 
ture. 

The most important aim of the revision, 
from the viewpoint of the sailor of the 
future, is that it will attembpt to set up 
a continuing vocational training for the 
enlisted man. This means that jobs will 
be so grouped that a man can advance 
to higher ratings as he acquires addi- 
tional experience and skill.

(operations) (Pers. 1B), Rear Admiral James 
L. Holloway. The directors of the following 
four activities will report directly to the As- 
sistant Chief of Naval Personnel (operations) : 

1. Officer personnel (Pers. 3), Capt. A. F. 
Converse, director. 

2. Enlisted personnel (Pers. 6), Capt. A. J. 
Robertson, director. 

3. Demobilization (Pers. 3), Capt. A. F. Pe- 
terson, director. 

4. Transportation (Pers. 81), Capt. H. A. 
Yeager, director. 

(c) Assistant Chief of Naval Personnel 
(training and welfare) (Pers. 10), Capt. E. R.

Nimitz On Demobilization 

Sharing in the joint session of Congress 
held this week in the Library of Con- 
gress for the purpose of securing further 
information about the demobilization 
policies and plans of the War and Navy 
Departments, Fleet Admiral Chester W. 
Nimitz, Chief of Naval Operations, was 
presented to the audience by Representa- 
tive John W. McCormack, Majority 
Leader of the House. 

Before introducing Vice Adm. Louis E. 
Denfeld, Admiral Nimitz stated briefly 
that rapidity of demobilization in the 
Navy is dependent on the speed with 
which it is possible to roll up the Pacific 
island bases, salvage supplies now there, 
and complete the support of occupation 
missions. 

Vice Adm. Denfeld, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Naval Personnel, declared that 
up to 1 January 372,000 enlistees have 
been recruited for the Navy and that it 
is hoped the authorized strength of 500,- 
000 will be attained by 1 Sept. 

Admiral Denfeld said that the first en- 
listments went down some during the 
holidays but for the first week in Jan- 
uary the Navy got 4,300 first enlistments, 
which he described as being “well over 
our normal expectation.” 

The Chief of Naval Personnel revealed 
that there were approximately 20,000 ap- 
plicants for the Regular Navy from Re- 
serve officers. The Department, he said, 
has a number of Boards in the Bureau of 
personnel going over the applications to 
determine if they are‘of the type of offi- 
cers the Navy wishes to keep in. He said 
that fully sixty per cent of the ones which 
have been examined are exceptionally 
good officers. In this connection he said 
the Navy was getting between 600 and 
1,000 applications a week. 

At the present time, he pointed out, the 
Navy only wanted about 23,000, within 
the next six months if the 500,000 Navy is 
authorized. 

Admiral Denfeld said that it was the 
Navy’s intention to continue to announce 
reductions in release scores in order that 
the Navy’s previously announced sched- 
ule can be met and maintained. At this 
time, he said, the Navy could see nothing 
that will interfere with the continued 
speed of Navy Personnel demobilization.

Adm. King’s Report 


(Following is a continuation from lus; 
week's ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL of the 
text of the report of Fleet Admiral Ernest 
J. King): 

U. S. Naval Forces Germany 

With the disintegration of the enemy 
armies and the movement of Allied forces 
deeper into Germany, the organization of the 
United States naval command for Germany 
was put into effect. Vice Admiral Robert [. 
Ghormley, as Commander, U. S. Naval Forces 
Germany, became responsible for all United 
States naval forces operating in Germany. As 
head of the Naval Division of the Uniteq 
States Group of the Allied Control Council, 
Vice Admiral Ghormley acted as Genera] of 
the Army Eisenhower's adviser in all nava} 
matters and conferred with the other Allied 
naval commanders in Germany on such ques- 
tions as repairs of shipping and disposition 
of enemy naval vessels. In June Vice Ad- 
miral Ghormley established his headquarters 
in Frankfurt. On 1 July he assumed opera- 
tional control of all naval forces on the Con- 
tinent assigned to occupation duties or to the 
support of the Army in the European Theater 
of Operations. These included, in addition 
to the forces in Germany, the United States 
Naval Components of the Military Missions 
to Norway, Denmark, Holland and Belgium, 
the United States Naval Group France, and 
the Naval Division of the Allied Contro] Com- 
mission for Austria. 

Under Vice Admiral Ghormley’s command 
in Germany was Rear Admiral A. G. Robin- 
son, who, as Commander of U. S. Ports and 
Bases Germany, was charged with the oper- 
ation of the ports of Bremen and Bremer- 
haven in tne American-controlled Weser 
River Enclave. Rear Admiral Robinson's 
headquarters were established in Bremen on 
15 May. This task force began operating at 
once, supervising the disposition of captured 
and surrendered naval personnel, clearing the 
port areas for incoming shipping, and seiz- 
ing prize merchant ships which had been 
captured there. Of these the liner Europa 
was by far the most important. A modern 
ship in relatively good condition, she was 
converted into a troop transport almost im- 
mediately; although somewhat hampered by 
lack of facilities and skilled labor, the Eu- 
ropa was commissioned as United States Navy 
APA-177 and manned by naval personnel. 
She sailed from Bremerhaven on 11 Septem- 
ber to Southampton to embark her first load 
of almost 5,000 returning American troops. 

Bremen and Bremerhaven, as the two 
United States naval controlled ports in Ger- 
many, had an important role to play in the 
occupation of the country. They served as im- 
portant supply and evacuation ports for the 
United States occupation forces; their ship- 
yards and repair facilities, under United 
States naval control, were used for the re- 
pair of German and Allied ships in the area. 

Another United States naval command 
whose work was accelerated by the surren- 
der of Germany was the U. S. Naval Tech- 
nical Mission Europe, under Commodore H. 
A. Schade. This organization, which is un- 
der the operational control of the Chief of 
Naval Operations, is the agency for the col- 
lection of intelligence information from the 
surrendered nations for the use of the United 
States Navy. Working closely with the Army 
G-2 Staff Division and with Allied Intelli- 
gence Services, the U. S. Naval Technical 
Mission Europe has uncovered a vast amount 
of data concerning German wartime indus- 
trial and scientific developments, the status 
of experiments on secret weapons, etc. 

U. 8. Naval Forces Northwest African Waters 

In March 1945 the U. S. Eighth Fleet, which 
had been under the command of Admiral H. 
Kent Hewitt since March 1943, was dissolved; 
in April the naval forces and bases in the 
Mediterranean Theater were placed under the 
administrative control of Commander, U. §. 
Naval Forces in Europe. These forces, com- 
manded by Vice Admiral W. A. Glassford as 
Commander, U. S. Naval Forces Northwest 
African Waters, thereby became a task force 
of the Twelfth Fleet. 

Although the over-all strength was reduced, 
small naval detachments were maintained in 
Italy to support the United States Army 
there, to assist United States merchant ship- 
ping, and to continue United States naval 
representation on the Allied Commission for 
Italy. 

Changes in Command 

In the Azores United States naval forces 

were engaged chiefly in patrolling routes

I“ was with the full authority of President Truman as Commander in Chief that 
General of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower issued his directive to Theatre Com- 
manders against further demonstrations by Army malcontents against the policy 
of demobilization which the War Department had fixed. Both the Commander in 
Chief and General Eisenhower were motivated in their action by the single purpose 
of assuring that we have an Army and not a mob. The national as well as the inter- 
national obligations of the United States necessitate the maintenance of sufficient 
forces to perform our national and international duties and any departure from that 
performance would constitute a sign of weakness which would not only affect seriously 
our relations with our Allies but also encourage our enemies whose territory we are 
occupying to activities that in effect would certainly weaken the effect of the stern 
lessons we taught them by our victories. General Eisenhower explained clearly to 
Congress the policy which the War Department has pursued and the marvelous 
results which had been accomplished thereunder. It is amazing that any member 
of the Senate or House with their better understanding of our international obliga- 
tions should cavil at this record or should insist upon action which would further 
weaken American ability to discharge the duties incumbent upon it. Because there 
has been a laxity of discipline enforcement, especially by some of the younger offi- 
cers of the Army perhaps because of lack of experience even though they had been 
gallant in battle, it was necessary for General Eisenhower in his explanations of 
the demobilization policy to impress upon all officers the importance of making 
their commands understand why we must maintain essential forces not only for 
the occupation of Germany and Japan but also for the support of the Philippine 
government, for the garrisoning of various bases, for protection of our surplus, etc., ete. 
General Eisenhower said that it is “absolutely essential” that immediate command- 
ing officers must personally explain to their enlisted men how they fit into the “big 
picture.” It is to aid officers in carrying out this duty that the AkMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL prints in this issue the full text of the Chief of Staff’s official version of 
the “big picture.” The fact must not be overlooked that the discontent which a 
comparatively few of the soldiers have expressed, and which to the discredit of 
Congress it has emphasized, has given opportunity for subversive influences to 
get in their work. Such influences must be suppressed, and it is certain they will be as 
a result of the wise and vigorous stand taken by the Commander in Chief and the 


Chief of Staff. 


WO important bills bearing upon the retirement of Naval personnel and, con- 

sequently, vitally affecting the morale of the Service, will go to conference to com- 
pose differences between the Senate and House. One of these reintroduces into the 
Navy and Marine Corps the old system of “selection out.” Under this bill one set 
of boards will “pluck” rear admirals and commodores in the Navy and major gen- 
erals and brigadier generals in the Marine Corps, while another set will “pluck” 
Naval officers in the grades of Captain and below and Marine Corps colonels and 
below. Officers so “plucked” will be forcibly retired. The selection out of flag officers 
would be permanent legislation, while that for other officers would be effective only 
until 30 June of the fiscal year following that in which the present war shall be 
declared to be ended—which means that even if the war should be officially terminated 
today the “plucking” of officers could go on until June 1947. It will be recalled that 
the Navy operated under a system of “selection out” from 1899 until 1944 and that 
it was thrown overboard not only because of great dissatisfaction in the Navy but 
also because of public opinion that it was being subject to abuses. It is vital to the 
future of the Naval Service, therefore, that if and when the cut becomes law it be 
administered with the utmost care and in such a way that charges of influence and 
personalities can not stand. Otherwise, morale in the Service will suffer greatly. 

The other bill to go to conference is that establishing 16- and 20-year retirement 
privileges for enlisted men. The House amended this measure to make it apply to 
the Army as well as the Navy. Its enactment would have an important bearing on 
the future of the Regular Establishments for it would attract to their ranks many 
high quality men who now like the Service as a career but do not feel that the re- 
tirement privileges are liberal enough. We urge that Congress enact this measure, 
accepting the House amendment so that it will apply to all the men of the Armed 
Forces.

“ATSC Announces New Institute 


First classes of the newly activated In- 
stitute of Technology will begin at Wright 
Field, Ohio, in September, 1946, Brig. 

Craigie, deputy commandant 
of the Engineering school and chief of the 
Engineering Division, Air Technical Serv- 
ice Command, announced 14 Jan. 

The present AAF Engineering School 
will close upon graduation of its last war- 
time class in April. The first class of the 
Institute will number 200 officers. The 
course will run one year. From refresher 
courses in basic and advanced aeronau- 
tical theory, covered in the wartime engi- 
neering school, the Institute will branch 
out not only to engineering but to such 
additional subjects as logistics, engineer- 
ing administration, maintenance and pro- 
curement. 





AAF to Aid CAP 


Plans for the continuance of the war- 
born program of Civil Air Patrol under 
civilian auspices were voted at a meeting 
of CAP officers from each state held 11 
Jan. at Army Air Force Headquarters 
in Washington. 

General of the Army H. H. Arnold, 
Commanding General of the Army Air 
Forces, through a letter to each Wing 
Commander, expressed the appreciation 
of the AAF to Civil Air Patrol for its 
contributions to the War effort, including 
anti-submarine coastal patrol, border pa- 
trol, cadet training program, courier 
service, tow target and tracking missions, 
missing aircraft search, and nationwide 
assistance to the recruiting program of 
the AAF, 

General Carl A. Spaatz, addressing the 
eonference, welcomed the CAP repreen- 
tatives, and outlined the following steps 
the AAF would attempt to take in assist- 
ing the CAP in its peacetime program: 

a, Establish a liaison office in AAF head- 
quarters to further cooperation between the 
two organizations. 

b. Provide qualified instructors, upon re- 
quest, to assist in the conduct of CAP train- 
ing, insofar as possible without conflict with 
AAF needs. 

ce. Provide such fraining publications as may 
be available for release as excess to Air Force 
needs. 

d. Endeavor to complete the issue to CAP 
units of items of surplus equipment present- 
ly authorized. 

e. Attempt to effect a paper transfer to CAP

> FOREIGN AFFAIRS. The President’s declaration that we will hold indefi- 
nitely islands in the Pacific vital to our security that we have won by force of arnis 
but under a trusteeship of UNO has created alarm in Congress even though his plan 
ealis for an individual United States trusteeship in respect to these particular is- 
lands. Congress, or, in case the plan is presented in the form of a treaty, the Senate 
should examine any such arrangement with the utmost circumspection, for even an 
individual trusteeship can have strings attached through which the other powers, 
‘working through the Security Council of UNO could deprive us of complete, un- 
questioned control and administration of these vital points in the Pacific, even to 
the extent of preventing their fortification. 

The President is not yet prepared to say what islands he considers vital, but 
the Navy last fall laid down a list it regards as essential to our security, while the 
House naval affairs committee has also spoken on the subject, suggesting bases not 
only in the former Japanese islands but also in France’s New Caledonia. While the 
Army has not put down a blueprint, General Eisenhower in his appearance before 
Congress in joint session early this week said that Okinawa in the Ryukyus would 
be occupied permanently. 

The Navy’s chart of vital bases in the Pacific included Kodiak in Alaska, Adak 
in the Aleutians, Hawaii, Balboa, Guam, Saipan and Tifiian in the Marianas, Britain’s 
island of Manus in the Admiralty group, the Bonins and Volcano Islands, the Ryu- 
kyus, and the Philippines. These it looks to as sites for major bases. In addition the 
Navy has asked for auxiliary bases in Eniwetok, Kwajalein, and Truk. The Army has 
in mind others for air sites. 

Certainly the Senate and Congress as a whole will want to know whether under 
an individual trusteeship one of the other members of the Security Council through 
use of the veto power could prevent effective fortification and control of any of 
the vital bases. Also, it is to be expected that much more will have to be known 
ef the proposal for collective trusteeships, in which we would share, before even 
that plan will be approved. 

Nor is it overlooked that Russia is already occupying the Kuriles permanently 
under an abbhéxation plan that has been given our approval and that we have con- 
sented to British occupation indefinitely of Hong Kong without any trusteeship 
provision. 

Senate concern over the situation was manifested strongly at,the United Nations 
conference in San Francisco when Mr. Stettinius gave assurances which appeared 
to be satisfactory. It cropped out at the present meeting of UNO in London through 
the firm attitude of our military representative in opposition to anything short of 
our outright and unqualified control of the vital bases. 

The President has now spoken in terms which are intended to pledge our ad- 
herence to the principle of trusteeship under UNO. It is an organization to which 
he is committed as a matter of general policy along lines charted by his predecessor. 
It can be understood in these circumstances that he would hesitate to strike at one 
of its important features. We have given world leadership to the project of a se- 
curity organization. We have consented on occasion to claifns of our Allies which 
we did not in principle approve in the expectation that differences could be ironed 
out later by the organization, an attitude on our part reminiscent of Woodrow Wil- 
son’s views toward the League of Nations as a corrective device for the evils of 
the Treaty of Versailles. Yet in view of the attitude of our armed services toward’ 
the bases formula and the critical attitude of the Congress it may be presumed 
that the President would be just as well satisfied if the question did not arise for 
concrete treatment at the present London meeting but rather be deferred to the future. 
But if any such device as the President suggests emerges in concrete form it will— 
as it should—have hard sledding at the Capitol. 

The present UNO meeting has proceeded smoothly on the whole through its 
opening days but the decision of Iran to toss its dispute with Russia over Azerbaijan 
into the lap of the organization threatens to present it with a real test—a test that 
our Secretary of State hoped would be avoided when he left for London by having 
the meeting restricted to organization matters only. His hopes are not being realized 
in this respect any more than they have been with respect to Russia which he had 
encouraged to send a delegation at the top official level to London in order to dem- 
onstrate \unquestioned support of the security organization. Even Vice Commissar 
Andrei Y. Vishinsky, head of the Russian delegation and a step down the official 
ladder from Commissar Molotoff, found it necessary to be occupied in the Balkans 
and in Moscow during the first days of the conference. 

Aside from the character of the support that Soviet Russia is giving UNO at 
this time and aside from how controversial political questions may complicate its 
progress at the outset, she is moving to implement certain decisions reached by the 
foreign secretaries of the Big Three at Moscow, especially through the military 
conversations that have been opened in Seoul. However, while she is not hastening to 
send troops to participate in the occupation of Japan and while she is adhering to 
her pledge to support the government of Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, signs are 
developing of reservations with respect to Manchuria in the form of supplementary 
demands on China that run toward strengthening Russia’s control over communi- 
eations in the best Czarist manner in a province which we officially maintain be- 
longs under the control of China. It is scarcely necessary to note that control of 
communications runs to the heart of the problem of control of an area. And as 
matters stand it is far from certain that Russian troops will be withdrawn from 
Manchuria by the scheduled date of 1 Feb. 

On the other hand, in Korea a large Russian military mission is conferring 
with a group representing Lieutenant General John R. Hodge, our .military com- 
mander, on the first steps to be taken in Korea. These look to economic unification 
of the two zones, thereafter coordination, and finally a five year Allied trustee- 
ship, all of which is preliminary to the declared aim of eventual independence. 

In the meantime General George C. Marshall has been making steady progress 
in facilitating unification and internal peace in China. Chiang Kai-shek is to retain 
power as leader of the new all-party government, while plans have been laid down 
fer working out wide reforms along the lines of political freedom and constitutional 
government, which, if successfully carried through, should mark an historic turn- 
ing point. 

In the meantime matters have not gone as well in the Balkans. Rumania has

when we will extend recognition to the two countries as we already have to othe 
Balkan states. 

It is to be hoped that the Greek elections will be conducted properly unde 
the supervision of French, British and American observers and that they will pay 
the way for political rehabilitation. Conditions have deteriorated to such a poiy, 
that we felt compelled to grant Greece an export-import bank loan of $25 milli 
without further delay, while warning her that no more would be forthcoming jt 
she did not put her financial house in order. 


> NAVY PERSONNEL. Members of the Navy Department Press Corps this week 
met personally with members of Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, Staff who oy. 
lined their work for the coming year. It was the first time since the war began that

The West Point, formerly the 
America, largest and fastest United States passenger liner ever built, was scheduled 
to leave Manila 10 Jan. and arrive in New York about 3 Feb. 

The only other troopship thus far routed through the Canal to the East Coast 
was the Explorer, which left Nagoya, Japan, om 10 Dec. and arrived in New York 
on 3 Jan. She carried 2150 troops, most of whom were destined for eastern demobiliza- 
tion centers. 

The West Point and the Explorer were routed through the Canal because shipping 
is surplus now in all oceans and these vessels normally are used in Atlantic service. 
Shipment of troops scheduled for demobilization or furlough from eastern personnel 
centers direct to East Coast ports will relieve pressure on railroads, which have 
been unable to accomplish prompt movement of all troops arriving on the West Coast.

Infantry School—Plans for an active year of training to include many new courses 
were announced by Maj. Gen. John W. O’Daniel, Commandant, at a meeting of the 
headquarter’s officer personnel. 

A new course known as “Infantry Officers Class” began for 133 officers on 7 
January and plans have been made to activate the second and third classes in the 
two succeeding weeks. 

The first of a new, one-month series of officer’s PES & T classes began sessions 
on 7 Jan. New classes of fifty officer-students each will be activated every other 
week until 29 April. 

A new officers motor class of seventy students will commence studies on 17 Jan., 
and two enlisted motor classes of ninety men each are scheduled to begin work in 
February—adding to the Motor School’s regularly planned present enlisted RTO 
motor courses. 

The Communications School has scheduled courses for student officers starting 
15 Feb., and a Communication Chiefs Class of 130 students will begin on that date. 

Four infantry NCO classes of 205 regular army personnel each are scheduled 
for activation—one each week, beginning 31 Jan. 

The School will contribute to the preparation of would-be West Pointers when 
the two U. 8S. Military Academy Preparatory classes begin their studies in March. 

Present plans call for officer candidate classes to be scheduled once a month. 

A four week’s course of instruction for National Guard Officers is also expected; 
to start in March, and a two week course for general and field grade officers who 
were prisoners of war is in the making. No date for the opening of these courses 
has yet been announced.

Navy Identification Card 

A wallet-sized identification card, 
sued only to discharged officers and en- 
listed personnel with satisfactory service 
records, is the Navy’s newest weapon 
against fraud, and forgery. 

Considered practically counterfeit- 
proof, the card is printed on laminated 
paper. A “U. S. Navy” watermark is vis- 
ible when the card is held to the light. 
On the ecard is printed the period of ac- 
tive duty, the type of separation, and 
a serial number. It also carries the signa- 
ture of the commanding officer of the de- 
mobilization center and the right index 
fingerprint of the dischargee. 

The Bureau of Naval Personnel, which 
issues the cards, points out that they are 
official Navy documents and should be 
considered as such by the public. If a 
ecard is found it can be dropped into a 
mailbox to be. returned to the Bureau. No 
postage is required. If a veteran loses his 
card he should get in touch with the Bu- 
reau of Naval Personnel in Washington.

utilized in construction, but because of the 
technical nature of the work, our own Signal 
Corps troops are required to perform main- 
tenance on signal communication facilities. 
German civilians are operating such ground 
transport as exists, under our Army’s super- 
vision. The system of air transport must be 
operated entirely by our troops. 
Property Disposal 

Of considerable importance is the disposal 
of United States property remaining in the 
theater, as well as the storage and orderly 
destruction of captured enemy material. The 
size of this latter part of the task is indicated 
by the fact that 100 depots and dumps are in 
operation for storage of material captured 
from the enemy. One such depot alone con- 
tains over 400,000 tons of ammunition. 

At the present time, United States property 
valued at more than $7,000,000,000 is being 
stored, guarded and maintained by troops in 
the European Theater. A great deal of effort 
has gone into the roll-up and concentration 
of this property, but there still remains a 
vast amount to be done. 

Regardless. of whether this property is 
stored for the use of our occupation forces, 
returned to the United States for current and 
future needs of the Army, in process of being 
declared surplus, or already declared surplus 
but not disposed of by the disposal agencies, 
the Army has the complete responsibility for 
care, maintenance, protection, delivery and 
fiscal accounting for such property, These 
responsibilities also apply to captured enemy 
property. All of these vast stores require a 
large force of men not only to inventory, pack 
and supervise their disposal but to guard 
them. This is property belonging to the 
United States Government, its care entrusted 
to the Army. Some of it is machinery or in- 
struments requiring special maintenance for 
protection from deterioration. 

That is a very brief and a very rough sum- 
mary of the present duties of troops engaged 
on the strictly military duties incident to 
occupation. This work now requires the as- 
signment of some 298,000 American troops. 
General McNarney’s estimate is that by next 
first of July, their number may be cut to 
171,000, of which 98,000 will be performing 
the duties of supervising the German Gov- 
ernment and population and 73,000 will be 
performing the direct supply requirements of 
this force. The figure includes the considerable 
number who carry on constant occupational 
negotiations with British, Russian and French 
gmembers of Allied Control Councils. 

Another of our duties is the guarding, 
screening, supervision, administration and 
eventual release of enemy personnel held by 
United States forces. In addition to persons 
in this category already in the theater, a 
large number of enemy prisoners of war are 
being returned from the United States to 
Germany. General McNarney estimates that 
735,000 will be under detention in the United 
States zone in May 1946. We are now operat- 
ing about 150 camps, inclosures and hospitals 
for various classes of enemy personnel. 

The care of displaced persons has been an 
enormous problem from the time of our entry 
into Germany. The repatriation of millions 
of these individuals has already been carried 
out with sympathy and high regard for the 
humanitarian nature of the problem involved. 
Estimates are that some 462,622 displaced per- 
sons still remain in our zone in Germany on 
the first of January and that this number 
might be cut to 200,000 by June. We are now 
operating 365 installations for these tragic 
victims of Nazi brutality. But despite our 
sympathy for them they do add tremendous- 
ly to our responsibility for police security, 
housing, and medical care. In the United 
States zone in Austria there were on 1 Janu- 
ary an additional 150,000 displaced persons 
housed in 86 camps. Their number is expected 
to decrease to 109,000 by 1 June with UNRRA 
and the Austrian Central Government admin- 
istering many camps. 

Supplies To Civilians 

Numbers of our troops are also engaged 
in the emergency program of providing sup- 
plies in Germany and Austria to minimize 
starvation, disease, and disorder among the 
civilian population, In Austria we are also 
helping to sustain vital. economic projects on 
a minimum scale. Before the winter is over, 
the distribution of emergency food supplies 
will undoubtedly become necessary. 

At the present time some 50,000 of our men 
are directly concerned in control and direc- 
tion of prisoners of war and displaced per- 
sons. By 1 July, 1946, their number will have 
been reduced by half—to 25,000. 

Some 111,000 service troops aré now assigped 
to the European Theater, to take care of the 
needs of the occupation force and troops en- 
gaged in winding up our surplus property 
installations. They include Medical Depart- 
ment personnel—doctors, nurses, technicians 

—Signal Corps, Ordnance and Engineer 
troops. These men staff the camps, run the 
railroads and truck routes, man the hospitals 
and lines of communications, see that roads 
are kept repaired, run the Post Exchanges, 
the Army Postal Service and furnish all the 
customary services which must be provided 
to men in the field. Our troops are scattered 
over a wide area. Lack of the usual civilian 
facilities, has placed unusual burdens on the 
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service units. These service units must also 
carry on a limited amount of construction and 
considerable maintenance work. This includes 
airfields, laundries, American Red Cross in- 
stallations for the recreation of the troops, 
winterized billets, and hospitals. Maintenance 
is constantly necessary in all the ports. Pris- 
oners of war and local civilian labor are 
largely used in this work under our military 
supervision, but the problems are so extensive 
that thousands of Americans are required 
for these jobs. 

Last in this category I mention the Graves 
Registration service which involves the lo- 
cation, identification, concentration, care and 
disposition of the remains of our heroic dead. 
There are still many unlocated graves and 
bodies to be moved to established military 
cemeteries. We have 37 United States ceme- 
teries requiring administration of records, su- 
pervision of construction, reburials and the 
general upkeep of graves. According to present 
plans, the Graves Registration project will be 
completed by May, 16. 


At present, as I have said, some 111,000. 


troops are assigned to these various service 
missions. By 1 July, 1946, General McNarney 
expects to have cut this total to 61,000. 

There is a final manpower category for the 
Theater consisting of men temporarily un- 
available for duty which the Army calls “in- 
effectives,” for want of a better word, This 
lumps together individuals who may be 
charged against the Theater roster but are 
actually not, for one reason or another, per- 
forming any part of its duties. In this cate- 
gory are troops who are being moved in or- 
der to be discharged or to replace those 
troops; men on sick leave, pass and recrea- 
tion; men in schools, in confinement or in 
transit to station; men absent from the the- 
ater on rest, recuperation and rehabilitation; 
men on furlough in the United States after 
re-enlisting in the theater. The total number 
of these individuals on 1 January was about 
163,000. This number will be cut to 50,000 by 
1 July. 

I have gone into this description in some 
detail because I wanted to show you how 
ramified are the duties on which our troops 
must engage to carry out their mission over- 
seas. And I wanted to put some flesh on the 
bones of those two words “commitments” and 
“obligations.” They are something more than 
high-sounding generalities. I can assure you 
that they are very real to the men in Europe 
and to their commander who is responsible 
for discharging them. 

Within the broad categories I have indi- 
cated I believe you may imagine the thou- 
sands of daily tasks which must be performed 
by thousands of men. I know, and you know, 
that many of them are homesick men. But 
there is a job to be finished. Although our 
allies are carrying a heavy load, Americans 
have assumed the definite commitment and 
the responsibility of carrying out their own 
share. To the Army has been delegated the 
principal job in. performing this work. The 
work cannot be done without men. Remember, 
this is your Army—not the War Department's 
Army and not the general’s Army. It belongs 
to the country—to the Congress and the peo- 
ple. It carries out their wishes and their or- 
ders. 

Pacific Area 

Let’s turn now to the Pacific where similar 
heavy responsibilities are being carried out 
by troops under command of General Mac- 
Arthur. In addition to occupation duties, clos- 
ing up supply bases, ports, dumps, ete., and 
the disposal of great stores of property as- 
sembled for the invasion of Japan, this theater 
has an additional duty in occupying bases 
which our troops seized in the island cam- 
paigns during the advance toward the home 
islands, The build-up of supply, concentrated 
in Hawaii and in the Philippines, was well 
along when the Japs gave up. As a matter 
of fact, our tonnage of supplies in the Philip- 
pines actually increased after the close of 
hostilities in the Pacific, due to the great 
number of ships nearing port and our un- 
certainty at that time of what our needs 
would be when we landed in Japan. While 
the majority of these ships were coming from 
the United States, many others of them car- 
ried supplies redeployed from Europe and 
other inactive theaters to support the inva- 
sion of Japan scheduled for November, 1945. 

General MacArthur has reported 7,000,000 
tons of supplies as being on hand 1 January 
in the Pacific Theater. The duties our troops 
are performing out there are almost exactly 
similar to those I have described for the Eu- 
ropean Theater. Our occupation functions in- 
volve most of the islands captured from the 
Japanese as well as Japan proper. We have 
a force in Korea. We are still accepting the 
surrender of Japanese troops in the Philip- 
pines, Ryukyus and other localities, long after 
their nation had surrendered. 

In Japan, our forces are engaged in the 
destruction of enemy fortifications as well as 
in the numerous other tasks growing out of 
enforcement of the surrender terms. Law and 
order must be maintained. There is consid- 
erable work to the disposal of great quantities 
of enemy property seized in the home islands, 
some of which is destroyed, some salvaged, 
some shipped to the’United States and our 
Allies. The remainder is disposed of accord- 
ing to the most practical use that can be 
made of it. All this requires the services of 
a considerable force. The supply system, oper- 
ating over thousands of miles, is a formida- 


ble problem in the Pacifte. The Army igs ey 
erting every effort to maintain a never-eng 
flow of fresh foods to all bases and areas 
where our forces are located, but transport 
by air, water and land is made difficult by 
great distances. 

I should like to speak in some detai) of 
the care of Government property in the Pg. 
cific, because the direct connection between 
its efficient handling and the availability of 
competent manpower is so Obvious. It takes 
expert officers, experienced in the handling 
of supplies—men qualified to direct the dig. 
mantling of a hospital, a power plant, or 
laundry, for example. Of course, a great 
many of such officers are being taken off the 
job constantly by the operation of the point 
system. 

A great part of the work our men are now 
doing on many of those small Pacitic islands 
whose conquest made savage headlines for 
a brief spell two and three years ago, is 
concerned with the disposition of property. 
Once these islands were battle grounds, hard- 
won steps in the progress of our troops 
through the Southwest Pacific. Then they 
were forward bases, with perhaps an airstrip 
from which the dogged Japs on other islands 
just ahead were bombed. Their development 
for military use required Engineers with bul) 
dozers and other heavy equipment to widen 
and lengthen the airstrip and clear the jun. 
gie for buildings and supply dumps. When 
islands were big enough, docks were con- 
structed so that ships could come in to un- 
load their cargoes instead of having them 
brought to the beaches by landing craft and 
“ducks.” Such islands became the spring 
boards for further progress—overwater hops 
to other islands, which heft many as rear 
supply areas in the backwash of war 


Closing Bases 


Then the war itself ended, and al) need 
for these bases ceased. The business of “clos- 
ing out” these bits of temporary American 
soil began. Our troops commenced to “roll 
them up,” in the phrase the soldiers ase. 


This process of rolling up our bases oc 
cupies the time of a great many soldiers in 
the Pacific. These islands have been piled high 
with American goods, brought in to push our 
soldiers along the seaway to Tokyo. This 
is Government property, and now these things 
which the Army no longer needs must be 
disposed of through the proper disposal agen- 
cy. They must be inventoried, inspected, 
packed and guarded until the Army's respon- 


sibility is discharged. But out in the Pacifie 
there is an enemy of property far more dan- 
gerous than thieves. It is the tropical ¢lcments 
which mildew and rot and destroy uiless the 


utmost precaution is used. Trained and dis- 
ciplined soldiers are needed for this work, 
men who know their jobs and who feel 4 
sense of responsibility for the preservation 
of this property while it remains in the hands 
of the Army. 

All too often these men are veterans of long 
service through these islands. Many of them 
went home with the first loads of high-point 
troops who returned from the Pacific. More 
are leaving every day. For each one who de- 
parts without a trained replacement, ihe dap- 
ger is increased that the roll-up will not be 
accomplished efficiently and speedily, There 
is no question but that the normal operation 
of the point system is slowing us up in this 
process. It was bound to. With the veterans 
gone and garrisons reduced, the task of pre 
paring for the disposal of the infinitely varied 
items which our troops used in the Pacitic 
is made more difficult. The danger of deteri- 
oration is likewise enormously increased. The 
machinery rusts, the planking of docks and 
buildings rots, the dampness destroys deli- 
cate instruments. It is this aspect of the task 
and the tremendous distances involved which 
govern demobilization in the Pacific. 

The property-disposal problem is a definite 
part of this nation’s mission in the Pacific. 
It is my responsibility, it is the soldier's re 
sponsibility out there—in the end, it is your 
responsibility as members of the Congress, 
to the American people. Except where neces 
sary for health, safety or security, we do not 
have the authority to abandon this property: 
it must be taken off our hands by properly 
constituted civil authority. It is one of the 
incompatibles defying unrestricted rate of 


demobilization. It will continue to be a charge 
against our military manpower until! it is 
liquidated. 

Don’t let me give the impression that, 2 
spite of difficulties, we haven’t been making 


progress in rolling up bases and rear “reas 
which were once battlefields or great forwaré 
points of supply. As an example, there wert 
44,000 troops and 314,000 tons of supplies oP 
New Guinea 1 Sept. 195, when the Japs signed 
the terms of surrender. These figures were 
reduced to 7,000 troops and 42,000 fons of 
supplies by 1 Jan. 1946. AN troops and sap 
plies are expected to be completely evacuated 
from these bases by 1 April 1946. 

In Australia, our first great far-Pacific a8¢ 
about 104,000 long tons of supplies remalp 
on hand. The theater expects them to be fp- 
ally disposed of and all Army activities there 
completely closed up by 15 April 1946 

On Okinawa a garrison of approximately 
33,000 Air and Service Force troops will be 
permanently stationed, In this strategic lo 
cation our heavier occupational air strength

Maj. Gen. George V. Strong, who served 
first as Assistant Chief of Staff, G-2, on 
the War Department General Staff and 
then with the Joint Chiefs of Staff dur- 
ing World War II, died 10 Jan. 1946, at 
Doctors’ Hospital, Washington, D. C., 
following a brief illness. 

Funeral services were held at Fort Myer 
Chapel 14 Jan. Interment was at the U. S. 
Military Academy Cemetery, West Point, N.

General Strong was appointed Assistant 
Chief of Staff, G-2, in May, 1942. He retired 
in February, 1944, and was immediately re- 
called to active duty with the Joint Chiefs, 
retiring for the second time, 30 June 1945. 

General Strong was born in Chicago, 14 
March 1880. He was graduated from the U. S. 
Military Academy in 1904 and was commis- 
sioned a second lieutenant of Cavalry. He 
served in fleld operations against the Ute In- 
dians while assigned to the Sixth Cavalry, 
Fort Meade, South Dakota, from 1904 to 1907 
and later participated in engagements against 
hostile Moros while on duty in the Philip- 
pines in 1908. From 1908 to 1911 he served 
as military attache at the American Embassy 
in Tokyo. 

During World War I, General Strong served 
in France from July, 1918, to November, 1919. 
On his return to the United States he was 
made Professor of Law at the United States 
Military Academy. Following other assign- 
ments here and service on similar preparatory 
commissions, he served as Technical Adviser 
for the General Disarmament Conference held 
in Geneva, Switzerland, in 1932. 

General Strong served with the State De- 
partment from 1932 to 1935, both in Washing- 
ton and in Europe. Following duty as Chief, 
War Plans Division, War Department Gen- 
eral Staff, General Strong was named Com- 
manding Officer of the Seventh Corps Area, 
with Headquarters in Omaha, Nebr., where 
he served until he assumed command of the 
VIII Army Corps, in May, 1941. 

General Strong was awarded the Distin- 
guished Service Medal for his service in 
World War I, and an Oak Leaf Cluster to the 
Distinguished Service Medal and a Legion 
of Merit for his work in World War II. A 
law graduate of Northwestern University, he 
also held an honorary Doctor of Laws de- 
gree from Northwestern.

Philippines Area 

I will not go into the service functions of 
our Pacific troops in detail, since in most 
particulars they parallel those I described 
for the European Theater, complicated by 
jong supply lines, the tropical enemy, and 
difficulties of transport within many areas. 
But I should like to say a special word about 
the mission of our troops in the Philippines. 
You are familiar with the tragic destruction 
perpetrated by the Japanese during the final 
days of fighting. Their unwarranted and bes- 
tial acts of savagery destroyed not only lives 
and property but much of the functioning 
of orderly government and its agencies. There 
is no effective Philippine agency now in ex- 
istence to maintain law and order. As a re- 
sult of the war the Philippines were left with- 
out an effective police force and the splendid 
Philippine scout organizations were prac- 
tically destroyed. Now armed bands of guer- 
rillas roam the hills, bent on pilferage which 
only our active presence controls. We are 
now engaged in recruiting a force of 50,000 
Filipinos to replace a comparable number of 
our men in the Philippines and elsewhere in 
the Pacific, but it will be many months be- 
fore this force becomes effective enough to 
accept the responsibility of policing the is- 
lands. It is our clear obligation to assist un- 
til that time arrives. In addition to this ac- 
tivity, American troops have here also the 
familiar task of liquidating the bases and 
immense stores of Government property 
which were assembled at a time when these 
islands were our principal forward base for 
the planned assault on Japan’s home islands. 
With the exception of air and supply bases 
on Luzon and Leyte, our Philippine bases 
and supply points will be progressively re- 
duced and closed out by 1 July 1946. On 1 
Jan. we had approximately 279,000 troops in 
the Philippines. These will be reduced as rap- 
idly as possible to a garrison of approxi- 
mately 79,000 which will be needed on 1 July 
to carry out our continuing responsibilities 
there. 

There are now 865,000 American troops en- 
gaged in carrying out our over-all mission in 
the Pacific. General MacArthur has made a 
careful re-study of his requirements and as- 
sures me that he can operate with a total of 
375,000 as of July 1, 1946. This number will 
later be gradually reduced. 

In India-Burma, our strength has been 
rapidly withdrawn since the end of August. 
From a figure of 166,600 on V-J Day it reduced 
to 55,000 on 1 Jan, It is being further cut by 
large slices until on 1 July 1946, only 4,000 
soldiers are expected to remain in the theater. 
Their mission is entirely concerned in guard- 
ing surplus property or in providing services 
and supply for those who are doing so. 

Last 1 August we had some 63,000 troops in 
the China Theater under command of General 
Wedemeyer. Following the Japanese sur- 
render, the great majority was withdrawn. 
By 1 Jan. in the Army we had but 9,000, a fig- 
ure which will be reduced to 6,000 on 1 July. 
While there may be some reduction in this 
number later on, General Wedemeyer has in- 
formed the War Department that he will re- 
quire this small force of Army air force and 
ground troops. As part of our Potsdam com- 
mitment, this Government assumed respon- 
sibility of assisting and advising the Chinese 
in repatriation of Japanese nationals to the 
home islands. 

We have no considerable amounts of sup- 
Plies in China. Most of what we have is 
designed for the use of our smaller number 
of troops. While our airmen flew thousands 
of combat missions against the Japs in China, 
our ground support of the Chinese Army was 
confined to training and liaison work. We had 
ho army combat ground units in the China 
Theater, 

What I have said of the Pacific and of 
Europe applies to all the other areas overseas 
where we have American troops and property. 
The same problems exist in varying degrees 
in all theaters and, in the last analysis, we 
must rely on the professional judgment and 
ability of our Theater Commanders to find 
the solutions.

As of 1 Jan. there were 2,100,000 on our rolls 
in the United States, including over 100,000 
officers already on terminal leave. Of the 2,- 
000,000 men of the ground, air and service 
forces in this country nearly 1,000,000 are op- 
erating personnel administering our posts, 
camps, stations, ports—generally engaged in 
housekeeping and supply activities, and car- 
ing for the sick and wounded. For example, 
100,000 of these alone are engaged in what we 
call “processing duties,” i.e., they are operat- 
ing the separation centers through which 
7% million individuals will have passed be- 
tween VE-Day and next July. They also op- 
erate induction centers and handle the selec- 
tees and volunteers as fast as they are 
brought into the Army. Another 100,000 of 
the 1,000,000 are engaged in the care of the 
150,000 sick and wounded in our hospitals on 
the first of the year. Approximately 350,000 
are engaged in the administration and train- 
ing of individuals for air crews and the main- 
tenance of our planes, transports, and ferry- 
ing activities. A total of 150,000 trainers are 
required for ground and service troops, in- 
eluding some housekeepers at schools and 
depots. 

Another 50,000 are guarding prisoners, both 
our own and enemy prisoners of war. Finally 
some 50,000 others are at ports and staging 
areas taking care of the flow of personnel in 
and out of the country. The rest (200,000) 
are engaged at posts, camps, and stations, and 
in manufacture and storage of supplies, in 
special activities, such as the USMA, care of 
returnees, housekeeping details, proving and 
demonstration activities, and other home- 
front jobs. 

Aside from the 1,000,000 of the operating 
personnel there are the 150,000 that I men- 
tioned in hospitals, at least 350,000 actually in 
process of separation, 200.000 or more on fur- 
lough and in transit, 200,000 students in train- 
ing and a balance of 100,000 in units and mis- 
cellaneous activities. 

This is a rough breakdown only, the detail 
of which will be brought out no doubt in the 
subcommittee hearings which will be held 
these coming days. What I have endeavored 
to show here in a general way is merely what 
the head of the snake is doing and why it 
must be kept as large as itis. By 1 July 1946, 
it is estimated that our forces in this country 
will be cut to 654,000. This figure is broken 
down between 360,000 operating personnel and 
the balance to cover men in training or en- 
route overseas, and to provide a small reserve 
of combat air and ground troops. 

The question may well be asked—and it has 
been—if you have two million men in this 
country now and are cutting these to 654,000 
by next July, why not send some of the dif- 
ference overseas to replace veterans who 
might then come home? That is exactly what 
we are doing. All of the replacements going 
overseas are carried as strength in this coun- 
try until they arrive at a foreign port. But 
there is no economy in sending a man over- 
seas if he is so close to eligibility for dis- 
charge that we should have to turn him right 
around and send him back. Nor is there any 
sound reason for keeping him in the Army if 
we no longer have a job for him here. So 
we discharge him. I realize that it is a 
source of irritation to veterans overseas to 
have a man discharged in this country with 
fewer points than the veteran over there. 
From his angle, it is rank injustice. But from 
the point of view of the country, the only 
realistic and practical decision is to let him 
out. We can’t make an omelette the size of 
this demobilization job without breaking a 
few eggs. 

Scope of the Problem 

I have described for you the composition 
and duties of our 1 January Army of 4,200,000 
and of our Army of 1,500,000 as it will be 
next 1 July. Our present problem lies wholly 
between these two figures. 

Between now and the first of July, based 
on the best estimates of the performances 
of Selective Service and the Army Recruiting 
Service, we expect that 400,000 men wili enter 
the Army from civilian life. Three million 
more soldiers will return to civilian life. A 
million of these individuals are in the sep- 
aration process already. They should be civil- 
ians again no later than early February. This 
leaves 2,000,000 men to be discharged in late 
February, March, April, May and June, 

Many of these would not have been dis- 
charged in any case until May or June. They 
will still be discharged by that time. Many 
others will be discharged in February, March 
and April just as they expected. The soldiers 
who are actually affected by this necessary 
readjustment over the next few months are 
approximately 700,000 two year men who 
hoped for discharge in March and April and 
who, because no replacements are available 
for them wil] not now get out until May or 
June. Of these 700,000 an estimated 300,000 
are now overseas. 

Two-Year Men 

These two-year men looked for discharge 
in March because of the statement which 
General Marshall made in his talk before you 
last Sept. I should like to refresh your me- 
mories on the text of his statement. General 
Marshall said: “We hope by late winter we 
will have reached a stage in carrying out the 
point system—which is now governing policy 
and which we must not emasculate unless we 





want a morale situation almost chaotic to de- 
velop—when, in effect the point system may 
be relaxed and two years of service will 
govern. That will mean that men of two 
years service will be eligible for demobiliza- 
tion.” 

Later on, a War Department spokesman set 
the date for the expected discharge of two- 
year men as March 20. 

Now, this estimate was based on all the 
facts available at that time. As was stated at 
the same time, the jnitial discharge rate was 
not geared to any definite Army strength 
which might be required to complete our 
duties in the war, but to shipping facilities. 
In discussing this point, General Marshall 
said: “There has been no relationship what- 
soever between the rate of demobilization and 
any future plans of the Army. I mean by that 
that all the facilities available in transporta- 
tion and in personnel trained to handle 
demobilization have been devoted to release 
from the service as rapidly as possible the

largest number of men. It will be next spring, 
presumably—and if the estimates in occupa- 
tion forces now forecast are accurate, it will 
be even later than early spring—before we 
will reach a point where the rate of demobil- 
ization will be influenced in any way by con- 
sideration of the strength of occupation 
forces.” 

General Marshall based his statement on 
the best forecast that could be made at the 
time. Factors governing the entire demobil- 
ization picture have changed frequently in 
the five intervening months, all but once re- 
sulting in an acceleration of the rate of re- 
turn from overseas and discharge. It gave me 
a great deal of satisfaction to consider the 
happiness of the 1,665,000 men and women 
who returned to their homes long before they

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be placed upon handling surplus property 
and space. Means will be sought whereby 
some exchange of information will be 
made possible when space is available. 

The immediate job for the Navy will 
be handled by the Department’s General 
Planning Group under the direction of 
Rear Adm. Edmund W. Burrough. This 
group it is understood has already had 
several meetings with Army representa- 
tives and have laid the groundwork for 
the coordination program. The next step 
will be investigation and study of each 
branch where duplication exists and final 
recommendations where elimination is 
possible through coordination. 


Navy officials pointed out that ulti- 
mately it may be possible to merge some 
activities, but this is not now contem- 
plated and would be in the distant fu- 
ture, and only in the event that it would 
be considered desirable by both services. 


It is contemplated that when the pres- 
ent plan is put into effect the various co- 
ordinating committees will operate in 
much the same manner as the present 
Joint Army-Navy Munitions Board, and 
other Joint Boards already functioning 
in the matter of procurements. 


Must be Coordination 

At the press conference both Admiral 
Nimitz and Secretary Forrestal pointed 
out that whether there is merger legis- 
lation or not there are a great many mat- 
ters of common interest to both the War 
Department and the Navy Department 
which can and should be coordinated and 
worked out between the two agencies. 
Admiral Nimitz said that there had been 
a tendency on the part of both the War 
Department and the Navy Department to 
dump into the Joint Chief of Staff any 
troublesome problems that involve co- 
ordination and joint efforts. . 

These, the Admiral said, included ad- 
ministration matters of lesser impor- 
tance, which merely serve to clog the 
wheels in the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and 
should be settled on proper levels be- 
tween the two Departments. 

He said that Rear Adm. Edmund W. 
Burrough, as head of the General Plan- 
ning Group of the Navy Department, has 
an ideal organization. He said that all 
the planners from the different offices 
and Bureaus of the Navy Department 
could be broken down into various kinds 
of committees to handle problems for 
which they are best fitted, and added 
that already many meetings have been 
held with representatives of the War De- 
partment to attempt the solution of some 
of the more immediate problems which 
involve both agencies. 


Atomic Bomb Tests 

Also in connection with the question 
of joint operations, Admiral Nimitz re- 
vealed that the Army-Navy tests on the 
atomic bomb at sea would take place 
probably after next March. Turning this 
part of the discussion over to Vice Adm. 
H. P. B. Blandy, Deputy Chief of Naval 
Operations for special weapons, Admiral 
Nimitz declared that the Navy was not 
holding the tests up. 

Admiral Blandy said that the whole 
operation of the tests will be comparable 
to a large amphibious operation which 
takes months to plan. The tests, he said, 
would involve quite a large force com- 
posed of Naval, Army Air, Army Ground, 
civilian scientific personnel, and other 
phases including national, international, 
naval, military and technical. 

The DCNO for special weapons said 
that plans are going ahead steadily and 
rapidly for the consummation of the 
tests. He emphasized that there was the 
finest spirit of cooperation among all 
branches of the Services involved, and 
predicted that there will be no contro- 
versies about it after it is over. 

Admiral Blandy described the coming 
tests as a joint effort, as a result of 
which it was hoped to find out things 
of great importance. He said that he did 
not think the tests would offer any op- 
portunity for learning anything not con- 
nected with atomic weapons or other 
new weapons. Admiral Nimitz, however, 
suggested that if any new weapons were 
ready for test at the time of the atomic 














U. S. COAST GUARD 








HE Joseph T. Dickman which ar- 
rived in the Puget Sound area for de- 
commissioning about 2 Dec., has been sub- 
jected to delay awaiting determination 
of her ultimate status. It is now reported 
that she will be decommissioned without 
further delay. The Leonard Wood and 
the Hunter Liggett are scheduled for 
early decommissioning at San Francisco. 
The Civil Engineering Division of the 
U. S. Coast Guard has recently completed 
the development of a new and modern 
type light source for medium powered 
light stations. The first installation will 
be made at Round Island Passage Light 
in the 9 ND, Cleveland, and will consist 
of a battery of standard 40-watt automo- 
tive sealed beam headlamps. The Univer- 
sally recognized advantage of high effli- 
ciency in terms of candlepower per watt 
of the lamp as well as its remarkable 
ability to maintain full brilliancy through- 
out its life are thus put to use for the 
first time in aids to navigation work. 
The principal reason, however, for the 
departure from the conventional design 
was to improve servicing and mainte- 
nance of the light source and mainte- 
nance of the lantern. For nearly 100 
years the typical lighthouse has consisted 
of a single, large fresnel lens mounted in 
a lantern on top of the supporting struc- 
ture. Introduction of the radiobeacon, the 
radiator of which also should go on top 
of the structure for best efficiency, has 
stressed the need for a new overall de- 


sign to accommodate both aids to navi- 
gation. 

The Third Naval District reports that 
the shortage of seamen, which gained so 
much widespread publicity recently, has 
rapidly decreased to the extent that it 
is considered that next week there will 
be enough seamen to man all vessels in 
operation. Due primarily to the Christ- 
mas Season, which not only affected new 
recruits flesiring to be home during the 
holidays, but also affected those who have 
been steadily employed at sea but left 
their ships for the holidays, 118 ships 
at one time lacked the necessary crews 
to be operated. 

Fuel oil deliveries, already severely 
Strained by the recent prolonged cold 
spell, were further delayed by the ab- 
sence of necessary crews to operate many 
tankers which many localities depend 
upon for fuel. 

According to Coast Guard Headquar- 
ters, the Office of Operations has con- 
curred in the recommendation for the 
building of an experimental helicopter 
landing deck on a cutter of the Owasco 
class provided, after engineering study, 
the proposition is determined to be fea- 
sible. 

In the 3 ND, steps are being taken to 
restablish Scotland Lightship this month. 
This lightship was discontinued during 
the war. Relief Lightship No. 78 will be 
used until such time as a regular station 
vessel is available. 





bomb sea test, the arrangements made 
would be taken advantage of. 

Admiral Nimitz said that the operation 
would not be in the nature of a big ma- 
neuver. It is, he said, purely a test of 
weapons. 


Naval Inspector General 

He said that it was found during the 
war that commanders in the field had 
very little time to devote to inspection, 
and in normal times and in peace each 
commander does his own inspection with 
a group of officers usually made up of 
the Staff and from the type of ship that 
he is going to inspect. 

In this connection, he said, it had been 
found necessary to set up in the Navy 
Department a Naval Inspector General. 
The office is set up under Adm. Charles 
P. Snyder. The office, established under 
Adm. Ernest King, acts as a means of 
exchanging prompt information to make 
sure that everyone concerned has the lat- 
est word as to the new developments, 
new plans, and whenever any problem 
arises which requires the cooperation of 
more than two offices, a committee is set 
up to solve the problem, using the best 
talents available for the purpose.

a standardizing control over arrangements 
and characteristics of ships under construc- 
tion and on hand with particular reference to 
the efficient and war-profitable use of avail- 
able displacement and stability. 

2. In making recommendations for the de- 
velopment of the characteristics of ships, 
have due regard for the administrative fea- 
tures such as berthing, messing, sanitation, 
hospitalization, and ventilation. 

3. Provide for the integration of material, 
instruments, and facilities to assure handi- 
ness in operational use. 

4. Maintain close liaison with material bu- 
reaus with regard to what is feasible and 
sound for the purpose of maintaining cr im- 
proving characteristics of ships. 

5. Maintain close liaison with the Board 
of Inspection and Survey (OP-45) with par- 
ticular regard to early resolution of conflicts 
and interferences among various desired char- 
acteristics. 

6. Maintain a manual of interior control up 
to date for the guidance of the naval service. 
This manual will prescribe the essentials of 
interior control for the various battle sta- 
tions of all types of naval vessels together 
with pertinent definitions, standard nomencla- 
ture, and organizational requirements. 

7. Make a critical and meticulous survey 
of the prototype ship of each large new class 
and the pilot installation of each large altera- 
tion program and make any revised recom- 
mendations necessary to insure that the type 
or program actually meets fleet requirements. 

8. To assist in the effective accomplish- 
ment of tasks (d), (e), (f), and (g), the Board 
will collaborate with the Fleet Maintenance 
Section in preparing directives to the material 
bureaus to make such mock-ups and scale 
models as may be necessary to permit ap- 
proved recommendations of the Board to be 
incorporated in specific designs and arrange- 
ments in pilot installations before they be- 
come frozen, 

9. The Ship Characteristics Board will make 
recommendations on all major alterations 
which importantly change the military char- 
acteristics of existing vessels. 

For considering specialized problems, the 
Senior Member may call on any bureau or of- 
fice of the Navy Department to furnish spe- 
cifically qualified officers for temporary duty 
with the Ship Characteristics Board, and shall 
call on those not furnishing ex-officio mem- 
bers to furnish representation when char- 
acteristics affecting their responsibilities are 
to be decided. The Ship Characteristics Board 
is authorized to call directly on any naval 
activity for information or recommendations 
regarding ship characteristics. 

Since the views of all responsible repre- 
sentatives of the bureaus and the Chief of 
Naval Operations have been considered in the 
recommendations of the Board, no further 
processing is required. Upon the personal ap- 
proval and signature of the responsible of- 
ficer, the DCNO (Logistics) will implement 
the Board’s approved recommendations. 

The Senior Member shall prescribe the or- 
ganization, procedure, and record keeping of 
the Ship Characteristics Board and shall 
schedule its meetings. The Excutive Mem-

Instructions contained in War Depart- 
ment Circular 10, 11 Jan. supplement 
previous directives regarding the promo- 
tion of officers upon relief from active 
duty. 

Text of the circular follows: 

1. GENERAL. a. The following instructions 
supplement TWX messages, TAGO, SPXPO- 
p, AG 210.2, 31 Oct. 1945 and 13 Dec. 1945, 
and when in conflict with interpretations of 
directives contained in those messages, the 
instructions published herein govern. 

b. Promotions discussed herein apply only 
in the cases of officers below the grade of col- 
onel, and not members of the Regular Army, 
coincident with processing for separation from 
active duty. Current instructions regarding 
promotions of officers remaining on active 
duty are not affected by this directive. 

®, OFFICERS WHO HAVE NOT BEEN 
PROMOTED WHILE ON ACTIVE DUTY. a. 
Any officer who has had active service of 
more than 2 years subsequent to 16 Sept., 
1940, and who has an efficiency index of 35 
or more, and who has not been promoted 
while on active duty, is eligible under this 
directive for a one-grade promotion coinci- 
dent with his relief from active duty. 

b. An officer who entered on active duty 
while holding a certificate of capacity for a 
higher grade, and who is subsequently pro- 
moted in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, is con- 
sidered as having been premoted after entry 
on active duty and is not eligible for further 
promotion under this paragraph. 

3. OFFICERS WITH SPECIFIED PE- 
RIODS IN GRADE, Officers who have served 
time-in-grade as specified below and have at- 
tained a minimum efficiency index of 40 are 
eligible for one-grade promotion, coincident 
with relief from active duty— 

a. As 2d or ist lieutenant, for promotion 
to ist lieutenant or captain—18 months. 

b. As captain or major, for promotion to 
major or lieutenant colonel—24 months. 

ec As lieutenant colonel, for promotion to 
colonel—30 months. In computing length of 
service, add 50 percent for service overseas. 

4. AUTHORITY TO PROMOTE. a. By di- 


rection of the President, the Commanding 
Generals, Army Air Forces, Army Ground 


Forces, Army Service Forces, the command- 
ing general or commanding officer of a thea- 
ter, oversea department, service command, 
separation’ center, separation base, separa- 
tion point, or hospital authorized to process 
separation of patients, are authorized to pro- 
mote officers under the provisions of this di- 
rective, as an incident of relief from active 
duty. 

b. Promotions after officers have reverted to 
inactive status will be made by The Adjutant 
General only. 


5. EFFECTIVE DATE OF PROMOTION. a. 
No retroactive promotions and no antedated 
orders will be issued. 

b. Promotion will become effective on! the 
date of departure, either on terminal leave, 
or on authorized detached service for travel 
time to home, from the headquarters announc- 
ing the promotion. 

ce. When an otherwise eligible officer will 
complete required time in grade, or required 
time in active service, during the period 
of terminal leave, complete details and WD 
AGO Form 66-1 will be forwarded by letter 
to The Adjutant General, who will issue the 
promotion order on the proper date. 

d. In cases of officers already relieved rom 
active duty, promotion will be made only by 
The Adjutant General. Inquiries or applica- 
tions received elsewhere will be forwarded to 
The Adjutant General (Attention: Reserve 
Branch). 

e. Officers on terminal leave at time of re- 
ceipt of instructions will be promoted in the 
Army of the United States by separation  cen- 
ters or other headquarters which granted 
terminal leave, or otherwise processed the 
Separation. When promotion cannot be ef- 
fected before terminal leave expires, d above 
applies, 

6. DECLINATION. a. Promotion orders will 
assume acceptance by the officer to whom ten- 
dered. Declination in appropriate cases must 
be indorsed by the officer to whom promotion 
is tendered, over his personal signature. The 
submission of statement by personnel officer 
or other official to the effect that promotion 
was tendered and declined is not acceptable. 

b. When a captain eligible under this di- 
Tective declines promotion in order to accept 
mustering-out pay, the original copy of the 
Promotioni order with indorsement declining 
a and stating reason therefor, a copy

8. COMPONENT. a. Promotions will ordi- 
narily be made in the Army of the United 
States. Such promotions are temporary, ex- 
pire automatically at the end of the emer- 
gency plus 6 months, and do not affect the 
status of the individual in the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps, or in the National Guard of the 
United States, in his lower permanent grade. 

b. After promotion has been accomplished 
WD Circular 194, 1945, as amended by sec- 
tion II, WD Circular 309, 1945, applies. Ap- 
pointments may then be made in the higher 
grade in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, if desired 
by the officer. Appointment in Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps may be accomplished on the same 
date as the promotion, if made before officer 
departs, but not after he departs from sta- 
tion. The oath of office is not required for 
promotion, Oath of office is required for ap- 
pointment in Officers’ Reserve Corps, and 
must not be accomplished prior to the date 
of appointment. 

ce. If for some reason a promotion is made 
after an officer has accepted appointment in 
Officers’ Reserve Corps in the lower grade, 
The Adjutant General will take final action 
regarding his Officers’ Reserve Corps status. 

d. A National Guard officer will be given 
the option of a commission in the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps or a commission in the Army 
of the United States. He should be informed 
that his selection of a commission in the Of- 
ficers’ Reserve Corps will provide for an au- 
tomatic termination in the National Guard 
of the United States. Should he elect a com- 
mission in the Army of the United States he 
should be informed such commission is tem- 
porary and terminates automatically at the 
end of the emergency plus 6 months and will 
not affect his National Guard status. 

9. COMPUTATION OF EFFICIENCY IN- 
DEX. a. Efficiency index is based on the avail- 
able efficiency ratings for all active service 
subsequent to 16 Sept. 1940. Efficiency ratings, 
covering only certain periods of service, or 
covering only service in present grade, will 
not be computed as the basis of efficiency in- 
dex for promotion under paragraph 3 (TWX 
13 Dec. 1945). ~ 

b. Efficiency index is computed as prescribed 
in Appendix 1A, RR 1-5. Numerical efficiency 
ratings based on maximum rating of 7.0 will 
be translated to adjectival ratings and then 
converted to numerical ratings used in RR 1-5, 
as follows:

c. No exceptions or modifications of the effi- 
ciency index requirements are permissible. 

d. When WD AGO Form 66-1, 66-2, or 66-3 
are not available, the officer will be permitted 
to certify to the following effect: 

“I certify that my efficiency index for my 
entire period of active service from........... 
OD concnaiienes  ixuces ...+. This certificate is 
filed in support of my request for promotion 
on relief from active duty.” 

The original signed copy of the certificate 
will be transmitted to The Adjutant General 
with copy of letter order effecting promo- 
tion. A duplicate signed copy will be retained 
with the records of the officer. 

10. WARRANT OFFICERS AND FLIGHT 
OFFICERS. Nothing in these instructions 
pertains to the promotion of warrant officers 
or flight officers. 

11. FEMALE OFFICERS. The foregoing in- 
structions apply to promotion of female offi- 
cers, except that dietitians and physical ther- 
apists will not be promoted to a grade higher 
than that of major, and except that female 
officers will not be appointed in the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps. Officers of the Women’s Army 
Corps who were promoted from 3d officer to 
2d officer in the original Women’s Army Aux- 
iliary Corps, are considered as having re- 
ceived promotion while on active duty. 

12. EFFECT OF RECLASSIFICATION OR 
DEMOTION. a. Officers whose separation is 
caused by reclassification’ procedures, or by 
action to avoid such procedures, are ineli- 
gible for promotion under this authority. 

b. An officer promoted since entry on ac- 
tive duty, and subsequently ddmoted, is not 
eligible for promotion under 2

U. S. Fleet Program 

As a means of providing essential sup- 
port of the foreign policy of the United 
States as well as support of the United 
States occupation forces in Europe and 
the Western Pacific, the Navy Department 
this week revealed tentative plans for the 
formulation and employment of the At- 
lantic and Pacific Fleets during the cal- 
endar year 1946. 

This became known at a joint press 
conference participated in by Secretary 
of the Navy Forrestal, Fleet Admiral 
Chester W. Nimitz, Chief of Naval Oper- 
ations, and his staff. The Navy’s pro- 
posed plan for the coming year was out- 
lined in detail by Vice Admiral Forrest P. 
Sherman, Deputy Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, for Operations. 

At the present time, Admiral Sherman 
said, there are 39 fighting ships at Pearl 
Harbor. In the Marianas, 12 at Saipan, 
15 at Guam; in the Tokyo Bay area, 37 
fighting ships; 24 in Chinese waters, and 
24 in the Philippines. These ships, he 
said, are in good state of training and 
are not actively engaged in other ac. 
tivities. 

Proposed Plan 

Under the plans announced this week 
the main headquarters of the Comman- 
der in Chief, Pacific Fleet, now Admiral 
Raymond A. Spruance, USN, and later to 
be Admiral John H. Towers, USN, will 
be maintained at Pearl Harbor. The Sev- 
enth Fleet, under Admiral C. M. Cooke, 
jr., USN, will operate in the Western Pa- 
cific. The Fifth Fleet, under Vice Admiral 
Frederick C, Sherman, USN, will base on 
home ports and operate in the Central 
and Eastern Pacific. Both the Fifth and 
the Seventh Fleets will include heavy 
ships and, specifically, aircraft carriers. 
The Third Fleet will be the Pacific Re- 
serve Fleet and will be charged with re- 
serve training on the Pacific’Coast. 

The Atlantic Fleet, with Admiral Jonas 
H. Ingram, USN, as Commander in Chief, 
will include the Fourth, Eighth, and 
Tenth Fleets. The Eighth Fleet, under 
Admiral Mare A. Mitscher, USN, will 
comprise a strong force of aircraft car- 
riers and supporting ships based on home 
ports and will normally operate in the 
North Atlantic and Caribbean. The Tenth 
Fleet, under Vice Admiral Bernhard H. 
Bieri, USN, consisting of cruisers and de- 
stroyers and such other ships as may be 
assigned, will include the Caribbean and 
South Atlantic in its area of operations. 
The Fourth Fleet will constitute the At- 
lantic Reserve Fleet and will conduct re- 
serve training in the Atlantic. 

The Twelfth Fleet, under Admiral 
Henry K. Hewitt, USN, will consist of 
ships required in European waters and 
in the Mediterranean. 

It is planned to rotate ships between 
the fleets within each ocean. In the in- 
terests of training of personnel, visits 
will be made to foreign ports consistent 
with other requirements and the desires 
of the countries concerned. 

Support Occupation Forces 

One of the principal tasks of the Navy 
at the present time, Admiral Sherman 
said, is support of the occupation forces 
in the Western Pacific. It is a support, he 
said, which involves the use of transports, 
landing craft, small craft of various 
kinds, supply ships and auxiliaries. A 
total of 794 ships, including small craft, 
are supporting the occupation of Japan, 
he said, and 193 including small craft 
and landing craft are supporting the ac- 
tivities in Chinese waters. 

Asked with respect to the number of 
ships to be Active, Reserve, or Inactive 
in the postwar Fleet, Admiral Sherman 
said that including battleships, battle 
cruisers, heavy and light cruisers, air- 
craft carriers of all classes, destroyers, 
destroyer escorts and submarines, it is 
planned to obtain a total of 319 active, a 
total of 73 in the Reserve Fleet, and a 
total of 687 Inactive, or a grand total of 
1,079 combatant ships in the postwar 
Fleet. 





Name Army and Navy Aides

nated Edward Pauley, California indus-

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signed effective 31 Dec., and W. Stuart 
Symington, of Missouri, former Director 
of Reconversion, to be the Assistant Sec- 
retary of War in place of J. J. McCloy 
who also resigned. 








Enlisted Retirements 

On motion of Senator Walsh, chairman 
of the Committee on Naval Affairs, the 
Senate yesterday referred to its Military 
Affairs Committee the bill, 8S. 1438 pro- 
viding for 16 and 20 year enlisted retire- 
ments in the Army and Navy. 

As originally passed by the Senate the 
bill, introduced under the sponsorship of 
the Navy Department, applied its bene- 
fits only to naval personnel. However 
when the bill was before the House it 
was amended, on motion of Representa- 
tive Sparkman of Alabama, to extend its 
special retirement benefits to include 
Army personnel. Upon return to the 
Senate it was referred to the Naval Com- 
mittee where it had originated, but be- 
cause of the new Army angle, Senator 
Walsh thought it should be considered by 
the Military Committee. Although its 
views were requested before adjourn- 
ment of the last session of Congress, the 
War Department has not yet advised the 
Committee whether or not it favors the 
additional benefits for Army enlisted 
men, committee attaches said yesterday. 





Naval Construction Stopped 


The Navy Department has issued or- 
ders calling for the stoppage of all fur- 
ther construction work on a total of 37 
ships, consisting of 30 combatant ships, 
six auxiliary vessels, and one landing 
ship. 

This action was taken on the basis of 
a re-examination of the Naval Shipbuild- 
ing Program made by the Navy Depart- 
ment in conjunction with the Office of 
War Mobilization and Reconversion and 
the Bureau of the Budget to determine 
what Navy budget reductions might be 
included in the Second Recission Bill 
about to be introduced in Congress. Fu- 
ture naval vessel requirements were re- 
studied critically and were reduced in 
every case where the cost of early com- 
pletion of the vessels could not be fully 
justified. 

An earlier reduction in the naval ship- 
building program was accomplished last 
August when a total of 56 combatant 
ships, 39 auxiliary vessels, and 160 dis- 
trict craft and smaller auxiliaries were 
cancelled, resulting in a total estimated 
net savings of approximately $1,200,000,- 
000. 

In advising the Director of War Mobil- 
ization and Reconversion of the present 
work stoppage order, the Secretary of 
the Navy stated that the additional can- 
cellations “. . . can be justified from the 
standpoint of national defense only on 
the basis that appropriations will be 
forthcoming later permitting substitution 
of replacement vessels of more advanced 
design than could be achieved in those 
already under construction.”

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ATC Here to Stay 
(Continued from First Page) 
more than one occasion in the case of 

Chinese forces. 

In the Pacific alone, the Command 
evacuated its 100,000th casualty so long 
ago as the middle of last August. 

Once the war was won, the fighters and 
bombers had finished their job; not so 
the transport plane. 

Redeployment—bringing home the sol- 
diers who had fought so well—presented 
a new and pressing military problem for 
air transport. 

Planes of the Command were landing 
and taking off from 336 different foreign 
bases came the flow of homeward bound 
fighting men. 

The redeployment tide is still flowing 
as I write, though V-J Day is history, and 
our transport planes daily disgorge their 
loads of ribboned veterans at airfields in 
California and along the Atlantic sea- 
coast. 

Nobody should have been surprised 
when, last September, the Command in- 
augurated a weekly ‘round-the-world 
schedule, starting each Friday night from 
the National Airport in Washington, 
D. C., and returning in slight over 6 days. 
“The Globester,” as this flight is known, 
was a perfectly natural military devel- 
opment. 

Since last spring the Command had 
been flying around the globe but not on 
a regularly scheduled scale. 

The last link in ATC’s global network 
was established between Luliang, an air 
base near Kunming, China, and the 
Philippines, but its existence was hidden 
under the veil of military security until 
the end of the war because the route 
took us over Jap-held territory. 

These ATC planes, flying across the 
coastal district of China and the South 
China Sea, tied together the two the- 
aters of war in the Far East and cut the 
mileage between them from 8,000 via 
Australia, to 1800 miles. 

The commercial airlines, heavy con- 
tributors to the Command through their 
eontract carrier operations, are now 
prepared to take over many a war-pio- 
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neered route for peacetime flying. This 
is right and proper. 

It is a certainty, however, that the 
Army Air Forces will maintain within its 
own structure a small but efficient Air 
Transport Command. The wisdom of 
such a course, in my opinion, is obvious 
since air transport is an important com- 
ponent of air power. 


Financial Digest 

At the first post-war marketing con- 
ference of the American Management As- 
sociation, held in New York City this 
week, approximately 1,000 sales and 
marketing executives were warned to 
make preparations for a buyer market. 
Although it was agreed that the present 
shortage of consumer goods would pro- 
long the favorable sellers’ position for an 
indefinite period, executives interested in 
rebuilding sales organizations which have 
been virtually inoperative during the war 
were advised that sales organizations 
must prepare now for the return of a 
highly competitive market. 

Surplus Property Administrator Sym- 
ington this week urged prompt disposal 
of government-owned machine tools to 
provide employment and to speed post- 
war production. Speaking to a meeting of 
the metal working industry advisory 
council, he said that disposal of $300 mil- 
lion of machine tools already declared 
surplus is one of the greatest economic 
problems facing the nation today. 

Alfred Schindler, Under Secretary of 
Commerce, this week told members of the 
Trade Association Executives and the Na- 
tional Industrial Council that a broad 
reorganization of the Department of Com- 
merce and an expansion of its program 
is necessary if the department is to be 
of service in assisting business to be- 
come more proficient. He explained that 
legislation has already been drawn up to 
allow the department the necessary 
changes and funds. A wealth of statistical 
data, he said, has already been gathered, 
but that the department has fallen down 
on the job of making the data available 
to business. The new program would in- 
clude a program staff, information staff, 
business counseling branch, management 
advisory branch, financial branch, tech- 
nical advisory branch, business practice 
branch and special services branch. It 
was stated that under the proposed re- 
organization the department would have 
four new assistant secretaries in addi- 
tion to the present Secretary and Under 
Secretary. These were listed as an as- 
sistant secretary for air commerce, assis- 
tant secretary for international trade, 
assistant secretary for international econ- 
omy and assistant secretary for small 
business. The foreign trade program 
would call for economic reports to pro- 
vide business with a basis for foreign 
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trade, surveys and studies of imports, 
credit rating and information on special- 
ized fields. 





Merchant Marine 

Rear Adm. Earle W. Mills, USN, as- 
sistant Chief of the Navy Department’s 
Bureau of Ships, has been nominated by 
President Truman to succeed Vice Adm. 
Emory 8S. Land, USN-Ret., as Chairman 
of the Maritime Commission and War 
Shipping Administrator. 

At the same time 
it was understood 
that when the nom- 
ination of Admiral 
Mills is sent to Con- 
zress it will be ac- 
companied by an- 
; ther nomination by 
the President for 
promotion of Ad- 
niral Mills to a 
Vice Admiral. 

Admiral Land is 
scheduled to leave 
he Maritime Com- 
mission some time 
this month to accept 
a position as head 
of the Air Transport Association. 

A native of Arkansas, Admiral Mills is 
49 years old, and has been assistant Chief 
of the Bureau of Ships since 1 Nov., 1942. 
Ile was graduated from the U. S. Naval 
Academy in June, 1917, and as a junior 
officer served aboard the battleship Min- 
nesota and the destroyers Henly, Hazel- 
wood and Hogan. 

In September, 1926, he was assigned as 
aide and flag lieutenant on the staff of 
Rear Adm. J. V. Chase, commander of 
Battleship Division Four of the Battle 
Fleet. Later he was on duty at the Puget 
Sound Navy Yard and then, in 1933, went 
to the design construction division of the 
Bureau of Engineering. 

Admiral Land’s resignation as Chair- 
man becomes effective 15 Jan., ending 
thirty-nine years in the Navy and nearly 
nine years on the Maritime Commission. 
In resigning, Admiral Land told the Pres- 
ident that he thought he had “done my 
bit,” and that “a younger man should take 
on the chores.” 

Declaring that the training of seamen 
will continue to be the responsibility of 
the federal government on a scale com- 
mensurate with the peacetime needs of 
our Merchant Marine, the Maritime Com- 
mission this week issued a statement of 
policy on the return of the merchant 
fleet to private ownership. 

The Commission said that the respon- 
sibility of obtaining officers and crews 
for manning vessels and for the transpor- 
tation of officers and crew members from 
port to port as necessary to such man- 
ning should be resumed by the operators 
and unions without the wartime aids 
which have been furnished by the War 
Shipping Administration. In addition, the 
Commission said, responsibility for the 
efficiency and health of licensed and un- 
licensed men should be assumed in whole 
by the operators. 

“The various operational and manning 
responsibilities assumed by WSA and the

Unfortunately, the War Department hag no 
choice in this matter. I repeat that every 
feasible measure was taken before our ap. 
nouncement was made on 4 Jan. We had ho 
alternative. To declare every soldier with ty 
years’ service eligible for discharge op oc) 
March would mean that, in addition to the 
1,000,000 now in process of discharge, another 
2,000,000 would have gone out by that date 
The results would have been catastrophie. 
Our operatiag forces in this country would be 
far short of the numbers required. Among 
other casualties, it would nmiean the complete 
collapse of the Army Airways Communication 
system. Without technicians, there would 
have been a consequent grounding of our air 
forces all over the world. It would mean the 
practical abandonment of billions of dollars 
in American equipment. It would mean such 
a complete rescramble of our occupational 
forces as to jeopardize the results of months 
of work in bringing order out of chaos! It 
would mean such a collapse of military or 
ganization in this country as to impair graye. 
ly our ability to care for our hospitalized 
veterans or to supply the soldiers remaining 
overseas. In a final burst of irony, it would 
delay these very veterans for days and pos- 
sibly weeks in the ports and the Separation 
Centers because the technicians who ran the 
Centers would themselves have left the Army. 

If there were any possible way to discharge 
all two-year men on 20 March without 
disrupting the Army, it would be done. We 
simply cannot do it. 

I have the utmost respect and a most pro 
found affection for the American soldier, and 
I believe that he knows me well enough to 
have confidence that I will always deal just- 
ly with him. I believe I am doing that now 
when I say—to him and to you—that we ean- 
not discharge all two-year men on 20 March 
and that this is dictated solely by the neces 
sity of adjusting our discharge rate to our 
replacement rate and to the continuing job 
which the Army must do, both in this country 
and overseas. 

I state categorically that he is not being 
held in the Army to get a Universal Military 
Training bill or any other legislation through 
the Congress. It should be unnecessary to say 
that, but the point has been raised, so I call 
attention to the fact that the President's pro 
gram of Universal Military Training stipu- 
lates training only and does not provide for 
any service. No trainee would replace a single 
soldier. 

In this same connection I have seen the 
point made several times that the Army is 
deliberately being kept at greater strengtn 
than is needed so that the generals could keep 
their stars. I believe a single statement will 
answer that. The Army is proceeding with 
dispatch to retire or reduce or relieve from 
active duty its temporary general officers in 
the Army. To date, 789—more than half the 
1,550 general officers of the V-E Day Army 
will have been either reduced, separated, oT 
are now under orders for such action and by 
30 June, 261 more will have been processed

In August, with the capitulation of Japan at 
hand and with the consequent easing of pres- 
sure by local boards, this figure fell to 55,000. 
Beginning with September, the Army arbi- 
trarily reduced its monthly call to a total of 
50,000. In September we actually received 
through Selective Service 41,000; in October, 
37,000; in November, 35,000; and in December 
orly 21,000. 

As to enlistments, the Personnel Procure- 
ment Service, consisting of over 10,000 officers 
and men, is exclusively concerned with ob- 
taining the maximum number of enlistments 
from every source—men in the service, those 
who have had previous service and now dis- 
charged, and from the vast number of men in 
civilian life who are eligible to serve. The 
mest stringent orders are in effect to stress to 
the utmost all the inducements for enlist- 
ment which the Congress so recently author- 
ized. Through the press and radio, a most 
comprehensive program of advertising has 
been launched. In November, when this pro- 
gram actually got into full swing, all pre- 
vious records were broken when the Army en- 
listed 185,000. In December this number 
dropped off to 131,000. By 1 January, our en- 
listments totaled slightly less than 400,000, 
but of this number approximately forty-four 
(44) per cent are men who have enlisted for 
the minimum periods of one (1) year or 
eighteen (18) months service. A great many 
in this latter group are men who have been 
discharged from the Army shortly after their 
induction to enlist for the purpose of deter- 
mining their own date of release, or are men 
who enlisted for the minimum period rather 
than await induction. Of those who have en- 
listed for three years, a large number are old 
Regular Army soldiers whose previous en- 
listments had run out, and who have re-en- 
listed to protect their seniority and retirement 
privileges. Our enlistment record has been 
good, but when taken together with Selective 
Service, it has not been high enough to pro- 
vide required replacements. We shall con- 
tinue to push this enlistment program, but 
only if Selective Service is able to provide the 
50,000 men per month we are asking for will 
the 1,500,000 men army be guaranteed under 
our present discharge policy. 

“Post-War Army” 

Let me make clear that the basic figure of 
1,500,000 has no conection with the permanent 
peace-time military establishment. In this 
regard, I should like to dispel once and for all 
the confusion which apparently exists in the 
minds of many in the meaning of the term, 
“Post-war Army.” The Army that won the 
war needs no definition, apology or justifica- 
tion by me or anyone else. Its record speaks 
for it. It was the finest military organization 
the world has ever seen. It was perfectly 
adapted in quantity and quality to the tasks 
assigned it. In the accomplishment of these 
tasks it covered itself with everlasting glory. 

But that Army no longer exists! Most of 
the long-service combat veterans are already 
back in civilian life. They are largely among 
the 5,000,000 who have already been dis- 
charged. As I said before, we are particularly 
concerned about the combat man still in serv- 
vice. 

What we have today is the remnant of that 
combat Army in a state of reorganization and 
reduction to an interim Army assigned an en- 
tirely different mission or task. It is still a 
World War II task. But is not yet a task for 
a permanent peace-time Regular Army. It is 
the task of reconversion and of “Securing the 
Peace.” When we have secured the peace, and 
liquidated our emergency tasks, we shall then 
have a third task—to preserve the peace. This 
is the long-term, continuing peace-time mis- 
sion of the Army. It will be the job of our 
permanent peace-time military establishment. 
The size and composition of that establish- 
ment are, of course, up to you. 

But that is not the issue here. We are not 
talking about our permanent peace-time mili- 
tary establishment but the establishment to 
do the job now in hand. I know of no respon- 
sible officer who would not infinitely prefer 
to have both our present interim Army as well 
as our future Regular Army on a 100 per cent 
voluntary basis at the earliest possible 
moment. The War Department will recom-

tasks still ahead. 

This has been the most rapid and broad- 
scale demobilization in history. I consider 
our 1 July figure to be almost without a safety 
factor. It is a risk which, under any other 
circumstance than the vastly appealing one 
of reuniting men with their families, I should 
be unwilling to take. 

The order on 2% year men means the re- 
lease of 2,200,000 by the end of April. It takes 
an estimated 500,000 men now in the Pacific, 
400,000 in Europe, 400,000 from other areas 
overseas or already enroute home, 900,000 now 
on duty in this country. This order has not 
been issued without the gravest consideration. 
As an example of how close this pares man- 
power by the end of April, General McNarney 
has just informed me that to continue per- 
formance of duty in his theater it will be 
necessary to eliminate the present rest and 
recuperation programs and drastically curtail 
leaves and furloughs, to suspend all military 
training except on-the-job training, to aban- 
don or transfer to liberated countries certain 
types of Government property surplus to his 
needs, and to scrutinize more closely all re- 
quests for emergency returns to this country. 
From these measures you will appreciate how 
close the margin is between the efficient per- 
formance of duties and virtual abandonment 
of them. 

It certainly will indicate to you that should 
we fail to obtain the 1,500,000 men we require 
on 1 July, something would have to break in 
the tight little net which we have now woven 
to perform our job in this country and dis- 
charge the nation’s overseas commitments, If 
we are not relieved of the still huge supplies 
of Government property entrusted to our 
custody overseas, we shall have no choice but 
to abandon them where they lie. But even 
if you gentlemen should approve such action 
on the choice between two evils, I know you 
would not tolerate the reduction of occupa- 
tional forces below the levels required by 
General McArthur and General McNarney to 
carry out their duties. There is no possible 
doubling up of work load which could enable 
us to accomplish that part of our present 
mission with fewer men. If that situation 
should develop, you gentlemen will have to 
decide what we must do. Other functions 
would have to be abandoned, too, with tragic 
results. Pared down to the bone, the Army 
Air, Ground and Service troops are still just 
able to discharge the duties I have outlined 
to you. We can function with no less. For 
my part, I can assure you that the Army will 
continue to carry out faithfully its planned 
reduction through the coming months, in ac- 
cordance with the directive I have read to 
you. In the light of its terms, there will no 
longer be any useful purpose in such demon- 
strations as our troops have conducted dur- 
ing the past week in various areas around the 
world. Unfortunately such meetings are al- 
ways subject to mis-interpretation. No dis- 
orders accompanied them. They were oc- 
casioned by homesickness. I sympathize with 
the depth of that longing for home and loved 
ones. For three and one-half years in Great 
Britain, in North Africa, in Italy, and on the 
continent of Europe I shared the feeling of 
every soldier in wanting to come home. 

Conclusion 

During the war in Europe, I had the heavy 
responsibility of sending into action the gal- 
lant sons of America, knowing full well that 
many would not come back alive. That is a 
commander's responsibility in a time of im- 
pelling need to defeat a menacing enemy. I 
did everything in my power to insure a sound 
plan of action and to implement this plan with 
the necessary troops and materiel to keep our 
losses at a minimum. Throughout this cam- 
paign the welfare and best interests of our 
men were always close to the hearts of their 
commanders of every grade. I regard the 
responsibility placed upon me in the current 
situation as a continuation of what I bore 
during the war. Along with that respon- 
sibility, I carry the same vital interest in the 
welfare of our men and the same determina- 
tion to see that their interests are fully 
weighed and protected. In no question in- 
volving the G. I. will I ever appear except as 
his friend and his advocate, although I may 
be of the “Brass.” I feel confident that when 
the reasons for the change in pace in the 
demobilization program are recognized by our 
soldiers and they have full knowledge of their 
outlook for the next six months, they will 
accept, with that mature judgment Americans 
always show, their own responsibility for fin- 
ishing the job. The time has now arrived 
to replace hysteria with calm judgment and 
sound discipline. 

The War Department is prepared to answer 
any further questions which you gentlemen 
may have to propose. The Acting Secretary 
of War is appearing before the special sub- 
cemmittee designated by the Chairman of 
the Senate Military Affairs Committee for this 
purpose. I have placed myself at the disposal 
of this same committee. 

One last theught I should like to leave with 
you. The War Department has no intention 
of abandoning the mission assigned to it by 
the Government, the Congress and the people 
of the United States, so long as we have the 
troops to accomplish it. For myself, I feel 
it as a personal trust. I should be unworthy 
of those who gave their lives to gain the vic- 
tery if I failed now to do everything in my 
power to protect it. We want to bring home 
quickly any man that has borne the brunt of 





battle and replace him, when necessary, by a 
man who has not. 

My sole purpose, which I am certain you 
share, is that the army which did so much to 
win the victory will be left fit to preserve it.

1. Effective immediately, the following will 
govern the demobilization of the Army until 
30 June 1946: 

a. By 30 April 1946 the following will be 
separated from the Army or aboard ship re- 
turning home: 

(1) All enlisted men (except volunteers) 
with 45 points as of 2 Sept. 1945 or with 30 
months service as of 30 April 1946. 

(2) All enlisted WAC (except volunteers) 
with 24 months service as of 30 April 1946. 

(3) All male officers (except Regular Army, 
Volunteers, and Medical Department officers) 
with 67 points as of 2 Sept. 1945 or 45 months 
service as of 30 April 1946. 

(4) All WAC officers (except Volunteers) 
with 36 months length of service as of 30 
April 1946. 

b. By 30 June 1946 the following will be 
separated from the Army or aboard ship re- 
turning home: 

(1) All enlisted men (except Volunteers) 
with 40 points as of 2 Sept. 1945 or with 24 
months service as of 30 June 1946. 

(2) All male officers (except Regular Army, 
Volunteers, and Medical Department officers) 
with 65 points as of 2 Sept. 1945 or with 42 
months service as of 30 June 1946. 

(3) Separate instructions covering the dis- 
charge of WAC personnel, officer and enlisted, 
for the period after 30 April will be issued 
by the War Department. 

c. Medical Corps officers will be demobilized 
by separate criteria established by the War 
Department. 

d. As soon as the tabulation of the desires 
of officers according to Category as prescribed 
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in War Department Circular 366, 1945, has 
been made further instructions on their sep- 
aration will follow. 

e. It is emphasized repeat emphasized that 
release of all personnel will follow the prin- 
ciple of priority of release for those with 
highest points and longest length of service, 
particularly combat. 

2. Computation of length of service will in- 
clude total active commissions and enlisted 
honorable service, continuous or interrupted, 
since 16 Sept. 1940. Time lost under AW 107 
will not be included. 

3. Eligibility for separation of personnel 
made eligible by previously published criteria 
is not affected by this message. Such per- 
sonnel will be given priority for separation 
over personnel demobilized in accordance with 
paragraph one above. 

4. The term “Volunteers” as used herein 
includes enlisted personnel who have volun- 
teered under provisions of change 2 of RR 
1-1 or who have enlisted in the Regular Army. . 
Officer volunteers are those who sign cer- 
tificates under War Department Circular 366, 
1945, as Category I, II, or III, or Category 
IV until date specified in the certificate. 

5. Searce category personnel whose MOS 
appear in Circular 321, WD, 1945 and in Cir- 
cular 382, WD, 1945 may be retained in the 
service unti! replaced provided they are 
utilized in their specialty, but in no case 
longer than 6 months beyond date upon which 
he would be discharged under these instruc- 
tions.

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Pearl Harbor Inquiry 
BY MARK S. WATSON 

After well over four years, Admiral 
Husband E. Kimmel, USN-Ret., this 
week gained a rostrum from which he 
could speak publicly and without re 
straint, in presentation of his side of the 
Pearl Harbor case. He was assured a 
large measure of sympathy, not only 
from a considerable group of spectators 
who vigorously applauded him in the 
course of his presentation of a 30,000- 
word prepared statement, but from one 
group or another of the ten-man joint 
committee from Senate and House before 
whom the statement was read. 

It seems likely he will be kept on the 
stand for several days, so acute is the 
interest in his own view on a number of 
phases of Pearl Harbor, and so numer- 
ous are the bypaths along which move 
the thoughts of several members of this 
investigating committee. 

Of first importance is Admiral Kim- 
mel’s declaration with regard to the 
Navy’s failure to provide him with tran- 
scripts of all those intercepts of Japanese 
radio messages which were germane to 
the approach of war and to the specific 
threat to Pearl Harbor. Notable in that 
list of messages which he did not see 
were the Tokyo-Honolulu instructions to 
a Japanese agent to report the specific 
berth or anchorage of each American war 
vessel—the whole harbor being charted 
in six lettered areas for identification 
purposes. Another was the message fix- 
ing specific dates when “things would be- 
gin to happen,” another the one announc- 
ing orders to burn the codes, and yet an- 
other the 14-part message designating 
1 p.m. (Washington time) as the hour 
of delivery of the “final” communication 
—accompanied in this case by the simul- 
taneous attack on Pearl Harbor. 

That the Navy should have left the 
Pacific Fleet commander in the belief that 
he was being given full information, at 
the very time when it was not sharing 
this vital information with him, he holds, 
was “not merely a withholding of intel- 
ligence; it partook of the nature of an 
affirmative misrepresentation.” 

With regard to his disposal of the fleet 
units at that time, Admiral Kimmel con- 
* tinued, he had established the “highest 
degree of security measures consistent 
with the assigned mission of intensive 
preparation for war; we needed one 
thing—information available to Wash- 
ington which told when and where the 
Japanese would probably strike. I did 
not get that information.” 

He stressed, naturally, the naval 
court’s verdict that the defense of the 
harbor was not at all the primary mis- 
sion of the fleet, but of the naval district 
(under Admiral Bloch, subordinate to Ad- 
miral Kimmel) and of the army. The 
fleet’s mission, as he saw it, had been to 
proceed with intensive training which 
could not be carried on fully if the fleet 
was diverted to purely protective func- 
tions, and then—-under the war plan di- 
rective—to deploy for operations. The 
planes necessary for long range recon- 
naissance, which remained his function, 
had engaged in it for four days of the 
week of 1-6 Dec., arid then been with- 
drawn for necessary maintenance. The 
task forces which he had sent out, and 
which he said Washington knew had been 
sent out, were themselves able to con- 
duct patrols (he said) more effective 
than could have been conducted with the 
planes still on hand at Oahu. He had not 
asked the army whether it was main- 
taining its scheduled radar operation, 
nor had the army asked if the fleet was 
following its schedule. 

He dwelt on the numerous Washing- 
ton letters and dispatches which had dis- 
closed Washington’s own strong doubts of 
any raid on Oahu, and said that he had 
himself been misled by that display of 
doubts. These communications had in- 
cluded assurance that air-borne torpedoes 
could hardly be dropped in Pearl Har- 
bor’s shallow waters with effectiveness. 
They were dropped effectively, to be sure, 
not by any complex invention, but by the 
simple fitting of additional vanes. Instruc- 
tions from Washington had in fact en- 
couraged him to concentrate on training 
operations, which would better the effici- 
ency of a fleet at that time inferior to 











the Japanese fleet “in every category of 
fighting ships.” 

The witness observed with a good deal 
of tartness that navy officials who now 
clearly recall their 1941 expectations, did 
not then disclose those expectations. “If 
they had convinced me at that time of 
what they now say they meant in their 
dispatches,” he said, “there never would 
have been any Pearl Harbor.” 





Service Legislation 

Legislation which will determine the 
future of our Armed Defense for many 
years to come will be among the principal 
items for consideration at the session of 
Congress which opened this week. 

Of utmost concern to the members of 
the forces and vitally affecting every 
branch of every Service, is the proposals 
to merge the War and Navy Departments 
into one “Department of Common De- 
fense.” Supported by President Truman 
and the War Department and vigorously 
opposed by the Navy Department, this 
legislation was given lengthy hearings at 
the last session. A new bill, conforming 
to the specific recommendations of the 
President, is now being drafted by a sub- 
committee of the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee, and will be brought before 
the full committee in about two weeks, 
Chairman Thomas said this week. 

Also affecting the basic concepts of our 
defense system is the proposals to insti- 
tute a system of compulsory military 
training during peace time. This legisla- 
tion has the support of President Tru- 
man and all components of the National 
Defense team, but is opposed by a num- 
ber of civilian bodies and by many mem- 
bers of the House and Senate, particu- 
larly by those who are shying at the po- 
litical effect of the recent dissatisfaction 
on the part of war time selective service 
men who have not been returned to their 
homes. 

Influencing the efficiency of the Ser- 
vices because of its great morale factor 
is the movement for upward revision of 
Service pay schedules to eonform more 
closely with the enormous increases in 
income which have accrued to all cate- 
gories of civilian endeavor since 1908 
when the last revision in pay of commis- 
sioned personnel was authorized. 

A Joint Board is still working on inter- 
departmental recommendations for in- 
creases in pay. Present stumbling block 
is the character of recommendations to 
be made with respect to extra pay for 
extra hazards such as flying, gliding, sub- 
marine, parachute, and other special 
duties. It was the subject of flight pay 
which led to the original Senate decision 
to ask for the pay study. 

The Senate Naval Affairs Committee 
has before it two bills affecting retire- 
ments both of which have passed the 
House and Senate but are now back in 
the Senate committee to consider amend- 
ments made by the House. Senator Walsh 
said this week that he will recommend 
that the Senate ask for a conference on 
both bills. One reinstitutes the “pluck- 
ing” system of forced retirements in the 
Navy and Marine Corps while the other 
sets up 16 and 20 years’ retirements for 
enlisted men of the Navy (and Army, 
too, under the House amendment). 

Representative Vinson, chairman of 
the House Naval Committee, said that 
his committee will busy itself with De- 
partment and committee bills including 
a naval education program, and a deci- 
sion on the acquisition of St. John’s col- 
lege to enlarge the Naval Academy. 

Senator Thomas, chairman of the Sen- 

ate Military Committee, states that his 
committee will be busy for some time 
with the merger bill. He feels that, with 
the work being done by the O’Mahoney 
subcommittee on surplus property, will 
give the committee enough for some 
time. ‘ 
The House Military Affairs Committee 
has been talking about investigating 
Army courts martial, but so far no oppor- 
tunity has been offered for public hear- 
ings. Whether the committee plans to 
make a report without giving those con- 
cerned a chance to be heard has not been 
made clear.

The President has sent to the Senate 
the nomination of Rear Adm. Earle W. 
Mills, USN, to be a Vice Admiral, tempo- 
rary, in the Navy. 











Review Army Courts Martial 


Reduction in sentences has been 


‘prought about in approximately 90 per- 


cent of the 8,000 court martial cases al- 
ready reviewed by the Advisory Clem- 
ency Board set up by the Office of the 
Under Secretary of War, it was learned 
this week. 

Chairman of the Board is Justice Owen 
J. Roberts, who replaced Judge Sherman 
Minton when the latter had to relinquish 
his duties because of illness. Other mem- 
bers of the Board are Lewis Drucker, 
chairman of the Adult authority of Cali- 
fornia; Dow Harter, former Representa- 
tive from Ohio; Arthur W. James, form- 
er commissioner of public welfare of Vir- 
ginia; and Mark O. Kimberling, who has 
been superintendent of the Rahway, N. 
J., reformatory. 

Function of the Board is to equalize 
sentences and to reduce them to stand- 
ards conforming to the requirements of 
the Army and public opinion. Under the 
supervision of the Board are four Special 
Clemency Boards which examine each in- 
dividual case on its merits and make 
recommendations. On each of these 
boards is an expert civilian penologist, 
a combat line officer of the Army, and a 
member of the Judge Advocate General’s 
Department. 

In handling cases precedence is being 
given to prisoners returning from the 
European and Mediterranean Theatres, 
all others being handled in chronological 
order. 

It is the aim of the board to see that 
cases involving non-military offenses 
(that is the same type of violations which 
are handled in civilian courts, larcenies, 
murder, rape, etc.) are given sentences 
comparable to those normally meted out 
by civilian courts, with due regard to the 
individual circumstances. In military 
cases, such as desertion, AWOL, sleeping 
on post, willful disobedience, etc., the 
board has set general maximums, such as 
4 to 7 years for desertion, one to 3% 
years for AWOL, 2 to 5 for wilful dis- 
obedience, etc., so that whatever the vary- 
ing sentences given by courts-martial all 
over the world, when they are reviewed 
by the Clemency Board they are brought 
down to the level of their general stand- 
ards. 

Of interest in this connection is a re- 
cent compilation of courts martial rec- 
ords which show that of all the murder 
cases tried by the Army in the United 
States between 1 July 1941 and 1 July 
1945, 32 per cent were acquitted and an 
additional 27 per. cent were found guilty 
of a lesser offense, for manslaughter 62 
per cent were acquitted and 8 per cent 
convicted of lesser offenses, while for 
rape 52 per cent were acquitted and 14 
per cent found guilty of lesser offenses. 
In the European theater the overall ac- 
quittals for all types of cases was ten per 
cent. There is no doubt but that these 
high percentages of acquittals show the 
consideration being given to the accused 
men by the members of military courts 
martial. 

Also revealing is the fact that of all 
the men convicted by courts martial in 
the war more than half had their sen- 
tences remitted and were restored to ac- 
tive duty after about eight months re- 
training in the rehabilitation centers. 
From the European theater, for example, 
only 7,000 out of 20,000 convicted men 
were returned to the United States as 
unsalvageable. 

Speaking recently before the Criminal 
Section of the American Bar Association, 
Maj. Gen. Thomas H. Green, The Judge 
Advocate General of the Army, spoke as 
follows concerning the military courts 
and their sentences: 

“Commanders in the field, at grips with 
brave, efficient and tenacious enemies, find 
that severe sentences are sometimes required 
for their deterrent effects. Experience shows, 
for example, that some types of soldiers pre- 
fer skulking to facing the enemy—prefer a 
mild court-martial sentence to the hazards of 
combat. And the well intentioned soldier 
cannot understand why he should risk his life 
while the disobedient and the malingerer gets 
away with his skulking. Absence without 
leave, desertion and disobedience of orders 
are other offenses which at times demand 
swift and strong punishments if campaigns 
and wars are to be successfully waged. It is 
not a cause of surprise to learn that the after- 
math of war presents a considerable number 
of sentences by courts-martial which appear 
to be severe for postwar purposes. 

“Viewed realistically a severe court-mar- 
tial sentence of confinement is, however, 








only a form of indeterminate sentence, a form 
now popular with civil law enforcement 
bodies. The executive officers of the Govern. 
ment, including the President, the Secretary 
of War and high military commanders, have 
plenary power to reduce sentences and the 
Army systematically examines the cases of 
its prisoners with a view to the intelligent 
and just exercise of this power. I think there 
is no system in the world which insures to 
the persons in confinement a more thorough, 
a more levelheaded and a more just consid. 
eration of their rights and of the interests 
of the public, than our own military justic6 
administration.” 












Navy Seeks Army Report 


A request will shortly be sent from the 
Navy Department to the Secretary of 
War asking for publication in its entirety 
of the contents of the Patch Board Re. 
port on reorganization of the War De 
partment. 

This was disclosed by a high Navy De- 
partment official this week who revealed 
that the request will probably be sent to 
Secretary Patterson within a week or ten 
days. The Navy spokesman contended 
that the Army has not up to this point 
given a complete picture of its plans for 
consolidations within the War Depart- 
ment itself, although it has been a 
staunch supporter of consolidation of the 
two departments. 

The public and congress should be 
given some picture of what the Army has 
done within its own ranks in the matter 
of consolidation of activities, it was 
stated, before any action is taken with 
regard to the merging of the two services. 
In this connection the spokesman said 
that although representatives of the War 
Department testified before Congress 
with respect to consolidation of purchas- 
ing and procurement procedures under a 
single jurisdiction, actually in the city of 
New York Army purchases were made by 
several procurement branches operating 
independently of each other and in differ- 
ent buildings. 

It is understood that while the Navy 
does not condemn this type of procedure, 
because it is convinced that in some in- 
stances it may be necessary, the public 
and the Congress should be acquainted 
with the actual facts and be informed as 
to the difference between Consolidation 
and decentralization.

used for Army aircraft being returned to the 
United States. Commander, U. S. Naval Forces 
in Europe assumed administrative control 
of the Azores forces in July 1945. 

A little over two months after the signing 
of the German surrender at Rheims, the Su- 
preme Allied Military command under Gen- 
eral of the Army Eisenhower was dissolved. 
On 14 July control of the American, British 
and French military and naval forces re- 
verted to their respective national commands. 
For the American forces General of the Army 
Eisenhower remained the Supreme Comman- 
der with a composite United States Army- 
Navy-Air European Theater Staff. Comman- 
der, U. S. Naval Forces in Europe in London 
retained administrative control] of all remain- 
ing United States naval forces in the theater. 
On 16 August Admiral Hewitt relieved Ad- 
miral Harold R. Stark as Commander, Twelfth 
Fleet and Commander, U. S. Naval Forces in 
Europe.
